STATEMENT  BY  THE  CHAIRMAN,  MR.  E.  OSWALD  TOFT 

The  twenty-sixth  annual  general  meeting  of  British  Alkaloids,  Ltd.,  was  held  on  Wednesday,  the  8th  inst., 
at  Winchester  House,  Old  Broad  Street,  London,  E.C.2,  Mr.  E.  Oswald  Toft,  F.C.A.,  F.Inst.D.  (the  Chairman), 
presiding. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Chairman's  statement,  which  was  circulated  with  the  annual  report  and  accounts 
for  the  year  ended  2>\st  March,  1955:  — 

IMPROVED  RESULTS 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  satisfactory  increass  of  £7,660  Gross  Profit  on  trading  compared  with  that 
for  the  year  to  31st  March,  1954,  despite  the  continued  tendency  in  the  year  to  31st  March,  1955,  for  costs  to 
rise.  There  is  a  small  increase  of  £2,510  in  the  balance  of  Advertising  Expenditure  written  off  compared  with  last 
year,  and  our  improved  turnover  suggests  that  this  is  money  well  spent  in  a  competitive  market  for  space.  As  in 
previous  years  no  value  is  shown  for  advertising  goodwill  in  the  Balance  Sheet,  thus  continuing  our  normal  practice. 

TAXATION 

The  charge  for  Taxation  of  £30,200  in  the  Profit  and  Loss  Account  is  based  on  the  increased  profit  for  the 
year.  The  Profits  Tax  liability,  still  computed  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year,  is  once  again  heavily  weighted  by 
the  amounts  paid  and  proposed  to  be  paid  by  way  of  dividend.  The  total  provisions  for  Taxation  this  year  represent 
56  per  cent,  of  our  profit  for  the  year  after  charging  all  expenses  and  Advertising  Expenditure,  but  before  deducting 
the  amount  of  £30,200  appropriated  for  Taxation.  Last  year  the  corresponding  percentage  was  58-8  per  cent.  Despite 
this  financial  burden,  you  will  observe  that  we  have  transferred  a  further  sum  of  £5,000  to  General  Reserve, 
bringing  our  total  Reserves  and  surplus  Profit  and  Loss  Account  balance  on  the  Balance  Sheet  up  to  a  figure  of 
£123,403.  After  all  appropriations  have  been  taken  into  account,  including  the  Interim  Dividend  already  paid, 
there  is  a  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  this  year's  Profit  and  Loss  Appropriation  Account  of  £21,035  available 
for  the  payment  of  a  Final  Dividend,  which  your  Board  now  recommend  should  be  2  4  pence  per  share,  less  Income 
Tax,  on  the  Issued  Share  Capital  of  the  Company.  This  Final  Dividend  will  require  £10,465,  which  figure  is  debited 
in  the  Profit  and  Loss  Account.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Dividend,  warrants  will  be  posted  to  Shareholders 
on  the  8th  lune,  1955. 

NEW  FIELDS  FOR  T.C.P. 

As  Shareholders  would  expect,  possible  new  uses  and  outlets  for  T.C.P.  and  our  other  products  continue  to 
occupy  the  attention  of  our  technical  staff,  who  are  being  assisted  in  certain  projects  by  leading  experts.  The 
fungal  infections  causing  the  widespread  and  troublesome  condition  Tinea  pedis,  commonly  known  as  "  Athlete's 
Foot,"  have  been  found  amenable  to  treatment  with  TCP.,  and  laboratory  experiments  have  yielded  most  promising 
results.  A  basis  now  exists  on  which  it  is  hoped  to  institute  extensive  clinical  trials.  Another  subject  which  is  con- 
tinuing to  engage  our  attention  is  the  possible  application  of  T.C.P.  as  an  adjunct  to  the  widening  range  of  anti- 
biotics and  other  modern  drugs  now  so  generally  used  in  medical  practice.  This  use  of  T.C.P.  has  as  its  object  the 
minimising  of  some  of  the  disadvantages  attending  the  use  of  these  drugs. 

Reports  reach  us  from  time  to  time  indicating  other  uses  for  T.C.P.  in  the  field  of  animal  diseases  and  these 
possibilities  are  carefully  investigated.  The  value  of  T.C.P.  in  the  veterinary  sphere  is,  of  course,  well  known,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  still  incompletely  appreciated. 

IMPROVED  TRADING 

As  regards  our  general  trading  activities,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  appreciable  increases  in  both  our  Home 
and  Export  Trade  during  the  year,  compared  with  last  year's  figures. 

The  problems  associated  with  Export  Turnover  remain  difficult,  often  because  of  regulations  governing  the 
entry  and  introduction  into  overseas  countries  of  medicinal  preparations.  Whilst  on  the  subject  of  Export  Trade, 
I  would  mention  that  new  agents  have  been  appointed  for  India,  Pakistan,  Ceylon  and  West  Africa  and  in  Australia 
trading  arrangements  have  been  formulated  which  should  prove  favourable  to  development  in  that  country. 

The  expansion  in  our  Home  Trade  this  year  applies  to  practically  all  of  our  products,  with  the  main  increase 
still  shown  by  our  famous  T.C.P.  Antiseptic.  You  will  recall  that  in  my  Statement  last  year,  I  invited  Shareholders 
to  write  to  the  Company  if  they  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  our  useful  publication  entitled  "  When  you  have  to 
be  Home  Doctor."  I  would  mention  that  quite  a  number  of  Shareholders  did  write  for  this  booklet,  and  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  in  all,  some  80,000  persons  have  requested,  and  have  been  furnished  with  a  copy.  The  Shareholders  will 
recall  that  this  booklet,  in  addition  to  containing  much  useful  advice,  describes  many  minor  ailments  for  which 
T.C.P.  is  used  with  real  benefit,  and  if  any  Shareholder  doss  not  possess  a  copy,  he  has  only  to  write  to  British 
Alkaloids  Ltd.,  Dept.  GM/1,  in  order  to  obtain  one.  Incidentally,  may  I  remind  Shareholders  that  personal  recommen- 
dation of  T.C.P.  is  a  most  valuable  method  of  introducing  it  to  those  who  are  unaware  of  its  exceptional  properties. 

T.C.P.  ANTISEPTIC  SHAVING  CREAM 

Last  year  I  made  special  reference  to  our  Shaving  Cream,  which  is  a  particularly  fine  product  of  its  kind. 
I  would  again  invite  those  Shareholders  who  habitually  uie  a  cream,  to  take  an  early  opportunity  of  testing  T.C.P. 
Antiseptic  Shaving  Cream  for  themselves — I  am  confident  that  a  short  trial  period  will  convince  them  that  it  is 
the  only  shaving  cream  for  them. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  up  to  date  our  turnover  since  the  31st  March,  1955,  shows  expansion  com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year,  which  is  an  encouraging  sign  for  the  current  year,  and.  given 
the  reasonable  trading  liberty  which  we  now  experience,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  general  prosperity  which  the 
country  is  at  present  enjoying,  should  not  continue  to  be  shared  by  your  Company. 

I  would  like  to  record  once  again  our  appreciation  to  all  sections  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Trade  for  their 
continued  support  and  co-operation,  and  to  conclude  my  statement  by  expressing  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  those 
who  have  contributed  to  the  satisfactory  result  of  the  past  year. 

The  Report  and  Accounts  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  a  final  dividend  of  2  4  pence  per  share,  less  tax, 
making  4-2  pence  per  share,  less  income  tax,  for  the  year,  was  passed. 

The  retiring  director  (Mr.  E.  Oswald  Toft)  was  re-elected  and  the  remuneration  of  the  auditors  (Messrs. 
Oakley,  Wederell  &  Co.)  having  been  fixed,  the  proceedings  terminated  with  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
chairman,  directors,  and  staff.

phonate.  The  Board  of  Trade  is  con- 
sidering the  question  of  the  renewal  of 
the  various  existing  exemptions  from 
K.I.D.  Representations  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Industries  and  Manufac- 
tures Department.  Division  1A,  Board 
of  Trade,  Horse  Guards  Avenue,  Lon- 
don, S.W.I,  not  later  than  June  25. 

Student  Training  Scheme 

PROPOSAL  REJECTED  AT  CO-OP  CONGRESS 

A  PROPOSAL  that  the  Co-operative 
movement  should  consider  training 
their  own  pharmaceutical  students  and 
the  sponsoring  of  free  or  contributory 
scholarships  to  meet  the  dearth  of 
qualified  chemists  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  21. 
p.  581)  was  rejected  at  the  Co-operative 
Union  annual  congress  at  Edinburgh 
recently.  A  condition  of  the  scholar- 
ship, it  was  proposed,  should  be  that  a 
successful  student  should  contract  to 
give  a  certain  period  of  service  to  the 
sponsor.  It  was  stated  in  support  of  the 
proposal  that  there  was  need  for  at 


least  double  the  number  of  pharmacies 
in  the  Co-operative  movement.  At 
present  the  movement  had  only 
£9  millions  of  the  £144  millions  turnover 
of  the  national  pharmaceutical  trade. 
Some  people  thought  that  one  of  the 
reasons  the  movement  had  difficulty  in 
getting  chemists  was  because  of  the 
snobbery  in  the  profession.  It  was  con- 
sidered "not  quite  the  right  thing"  to 
work  for  a  Co-operative  pharmacy.  The 
Union's  chief  education  officer  said  it 
was  doubtful  whether  the  Co-operative 
College  could  train  the  students  with 
any  degree  of  economy.  It  would  mean 
a  new  and  substantial  difference  in  staff 
and  the  installation  of  expensive  new 
equipment.  Even  then  it  was  doubtful 
whether  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
would  give  recognition.  The  Society 
was  already  withdrawing  recognition 
from  some  established  colleges. 

Railway  Strike 

DISTRIBUTORS  COPING  WELL 

INQUIRIES  to  pharmaceutical  distri- 
butors on  press  day  showed  that  all 
were  coping  well  with  the  difficulties 
caused  by  the  railway  strike.  Some 
firms  reported  work  "as  usual." 
Others  spoke  of  inexplicable  postal 
delays  of  up  to  a  week  from  certain 
parts  of  the  country,  although  the  mail 
was  coming  in  well  from  other  loca- 
lities. Some  manufacturers  and  whole- 
salers expressed  concern  about  re- 
placement of  bulk  stocks. 


Chemists'  Wine  Licences 

OPPOSITION  BY  LICENSED  VICTUALLERS 

THE  Licensed  Victuallers'  Defence 
League  Conference  that  met  in  Black- 
pool recently  agreed  that  affiliated 
associations  should  oppose  all  appli- 
cations by  chemists  for  licences  to  sell 
wines.  A  resolution  put  to  the  Con- 
ference complained  of  the  "  easy  man- 
ner in  which  those  licences  were 
granted."  It  was  suggested  that  the 
matter  should  be  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Magistrates'  Association. 

Atoms  for  Peace 

EXHIBITION  IN  LONDON 

A  TRAVELLING  exhibition  on  the 
theme  "  Atoms  for  Peace,"  which 
opened  at  South  Bank,  London,  S.E.. 
on  June  2,  is  sponsored  by  the  United 
States  Information  Service  in  co- 
operation with  the  United  Kingdom 
Atomic  Energy  Authority.  The  exhibi- 
tion, which  consists  of  photographs, 
display-boards  and  models  arranged  in 
a  series  of  five  caravan-type  trailers, 
sets  out  to  illustrate  the  potentialities 
of  the  peaceable  uses  of  atomic- 
energy.  The  first  trailer  illustrates  the 
present-day  rate  of  consumption  of 
energy  from  conventional  sources 
such  as  coal  and  oil,  the  rate 
of  depletion  of  those  sources  and 
the  need  for  other  sources,  and  shows 
the  amount  of  atomic  energy,  in  terms 
of   heat,   light   and   power,  available

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from  one  pound  of  uranium.  The 
second  trailer  features  the  uses  of 
atomic  energy  being  developed,  and 
shows,  by  means  of  photographs, 
maps  and  tables,  the  research  and  pro- 
duction centres  for  atomic  energy  and 
the  production  and  distribution  of 
radioactive  isotopes  in  various  coun- 
tries throughout  the  world.  In  the 
third  trailer  the  use  of  radioactive  iso- 
topes in  agriculture  is  shown,  includ- 
ing the  use  of  radioactive  phosphorus 
in  fertilisers,  radioactive  cobalt  to  des- 
troy bacteria  in  food,  and  the  use  of 
isotopes  as  tracers  in  veterinary  and 
agricultural  research.  The  uses  of 
radioactive  isotopes  in  industrial  machi- 
nery is  shown  in  the  fourth  trailer, 
and  remote  handling  apparatus,  geiger 
counters  and  protective  clothing  are 
exhibited.  The  fifth  trailer  shows  the 
uses  of  radioactive  isotopes  in  medi- 
cine, for  diagnosis  and  treatment.  A 
photograph  of  a  gun  used  for  im- 
planting "  seeds  "  of  radioactive  gold 
into  the  tissues  of  a  tumour  is  shown, 
and  various  applicators  for  isotopes 
are  displayed,  including  strontium  eye 
applicators.  Photographs  and  display 
boards  show  the  use  of  radioactive 
iodine  in  studying  thyroid  gland 
function;  radioactive  phosphorus  in 
the  study  and  surgical  treatment  of 
brain  tumours;  radioactive  sodium  in- 
jected into  the  bloodstream  for  study- 
ing circulatory  function;  and  radio- 
active gold  used  in  saline  solution  for 
the  treatment  of  certain  types  of  abdo- 
minal cancer.  A  life-size  dummy  con- 
taining radioactive  material  is  used  for 
a  demonstration  of  scanning  the  body 
to  locate  a  tumour,  using  a  scintilla- 
tion counter  and  scaler  and  a  geiger 
counter.  The  exhibition  is  open  to  the 
public  from  10  a.m.  until  10  p.m.  until 
June  11.  Admission  is  free.  After  clos- 
ing in  London  it  will  go  on  tour  and 
is  scheduled  to  appear  in  many  major 
centres  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Display  Contest 

PRIZEWINNERS  CELEBRATE  IN  LONDON 

PRINCIPAL  winners  in  the  nation- 
wide window-display  contest  organised 
by  the  Rexall  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Lough- 
borough (see  C.  &  D.,  May  14,  p.  531), 
were  presented  with  their  prizes  by 
Mr.  A.  Quantrill,  the  company's 
managing  director,  at  a  celebration 
dinner  in  London  on  May  27.  Mr. 
Nigel  Gerrard,  whose  entry  was  re- 
produced in  this  paper  on  May  14,  re- 
ceived the  first  prize  of  £100.  In 
thanking  the  company  he  mentioned 
that  he  was  "  quite  a  new  member  of 
the  Rexall  family,"  as  he  only  started 
in  business  five  years  ago.  The  occa- 
sion was  the  first  time  he  had  ever 
entered  a  display  competition.  Among 
several  other  speeches  made  was  one 
by  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  who  was  one  of  the  judges. 

No  Out-patient  Work 

LEICESTER  PHARMACY  STAFF  SHORTAGE 

OWING  to  shortage  of  staff  in  the 
pharmaceutical  department  of  the 
Leicester  Royal  Infirmary,  out-patient 
dispensing  has  been  temporarily  dis- 
continued. Approximately  400  out- 
patients per  week  are  being  given  pre- 
scriptions on  form  E.C.10(H.P.)  for 
dispensing  by  local  chemists. 


OVERSEAS  NEWS 

CANADA 

New  Manufacturing  Laboratory 

Plans  to  build  a  new  pharmaceutical 
manufacturing  laboratory  at  Brock- 
ville,  Ontario,  at  a  cost  of  more  than 
$2,000,000,  were  announced  recently 
by  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  Detroit, 
U.S.A.  Construction  is  starting  imme- 
diately, with  completion  planned  for 
mid-1956. 

AUSTRALIA 

New  Source  of  Reserpine 

A  method  of  commercially  producing 
reserpine  from  Alstonia  constricta,  a 
tree  found  in  north-eastern  Australia, 
has  been  developed  as  a  result  of  re- 
search work  carried  out  in  Australia 
by  the  Commonwealth  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  Organisation. 
Commonly  known  as  bitterbark,  the 
tree  grows  to  a  height  of  between  ten 
and  thirty  feet.  Its  main  distribution 
is  from  just  north  of  Rockhampton  to 
a  little  south  of  the  New  South  Wales 
border.  The  discovery  is  expected  to 
be  of  great  value  to  the  Common- 
wealth, both  in  making  the  drug  avail- 
able in  greater  quantities  and  more 
cheaply  in  Australia,  and  in  helping 
to  overcome  a  world  shortage,  because 
hitherto  the  chief  source  of  the 
Rauwolfia  serpentina  plant  has  been 
India,  but  because  of  domestic  Indian 
needs  the  export  of  the  roots  of 
Rauwolfia  serpentina,  from  which  the 
drug  is  extracted,  has  been  banned.  At 
present  reserpine  has  not  been  pre- 
pared synthetically;  its  structural  com- 
plexity is  such  that  it  is  unlikely  that 
it  can  be  produced  synthetically  on  a 
basis  competitive  with  the  natural 
product. 

SOUTH  AFRICA 

Scots  Pharmacist  Pioneers 

Scots  in  the  Transvaal  had  given  the 
pharmaceutical  profession  a  great 
heritage,  said  Dr.  W.  Nicol  (Adminis- 
trator of  the  Transvaal),  opening  the 
annual  conference  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  South  Africa  in  Johan- 
nesburg on  May  9.  He  said  that  Mr. 
Victor  Brown  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Din- 
woodie  were  pioneers  in  the  Transvaal. 
Soon  after  those  another  Scot,  Robert 
Macintosh,  founded  the  first  school  of 
pharmacy  and  conducted  classes  in  the 
back  garden,  where  the  apprentice  che- 
mists sat  on  benches  under  the  blue 
gum  trees  while  he  paced  before  them 
and  taught  them  the  rudiments  of  their 
profession.  Mr.  A.  Zaidel  (president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  South 
Africa)  said  that  because  of  loopholes 
in  the  law  the  public  was  poorly  pro- 
tected against  people  who  were  not 
chemists  or  druggists  but  dispensed 
and  sold  dangerous  medicines  and  poi- 
sons. The  position  must  be  rectified 
immediately.  If  necessary  the  Society 
must  interview  the  Minister  of  Health, 
or  even  the  Prime  Minister.  He  would 
like  to  see  the  immediate  appointment 
of  a  committee  to  investigate  the 
matter.  The  laws  of  that  country  still 
permitted  the  dispensing  and  sale  of 
medicines  and  poisons  by  people  other 
than  chemists  and  druggists..  Licences 
for  the  sale  of  "  patent  "  medicines  were 
granted  freely  on  payment  of  a  small 


fee.  Whether  the  holder  of  such  a 
licence  was  literate  or  illiterate  was  of 
no  consequence.  He  could  sell  and 
advise  the  public  on  the  use  of  medi- 
cinal preparations.  In  the  sale  and 
control  of  poisons  the  public  was 
afforded  even  poorer  protection.  Their 
sale  was  restricted  in  a  pharmacy  but 
similar  poisons  were  supplied  to 
general-dealer  stores  holding  poison 
licences.  The  herbalist  continued  under 
licence  to  concoct  and  administer 
"  witches'  brews  "  to  the  patients  who 
sought  his  aid. 

INDIA 

Manufacturers'  Association 

At  the  fifteenth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  and  Allied  Manufac- 
turers' and  Distributors'  Association, 
Ltd.,  held  in  Bombay  recently,  the 
President  reviewed  the  work  done  by 
the  Association  during  the  previous 
year,  and  some  of  the  trends  and  pros- 
pects for  the  future.  He  said  that 
although  there  was  considerable  agita- 
tion by  some  of  the  indigenous  indus- 
try to  place  drastic  restrictions  on 
imports,  the  Government  would  allow 
imports  to  continue  on  a  reasonable 
scale.  It  was,  however,  evident  that 
over  a  longer  period  of  time,  a 
gradual  reduction  in  the  imports  of 
certain  types  of  drugs  and  medicines 
was  bound  to  come  about.  Competi- 
tion, from  well-made  pharmaceutical 
products  of  high  standards,  whether 
manufactured  locally  or  imported, 
necessitated  a  raising  of  the  standards 
of  packing,  quality,  and  research. 
There  was  a  great  need  for  pharma- 
ceutical research  in  India.  Research 
development  by  indigenous  industry 
could  not  be  stimulated  by  a  banning 
of  competition  or  by  abrogation  of 
international  patents  rights.  The  only 
way  to  stimulate  research  was  to  en- 
courage those  companies  who  were 
engaged  in  it,  enlist  their  help  in  the 
training  of  indigenous  personnel,  and 
interest  others  in  the  industry  who  had 
the  capital  to  engage  in  research  but 
were  not  doing  so.  Foreign  companies 
not  already  manufacturing  in  India 
must  decide  whether  it  was  worth- 
while spending  additional  money  in 
undertaking  basic  manufacture  in 
India,  or  whether  their  money  could 
be  more  profitably  invested  elsewhere. 
In  view  of  the  impressive  list  of  drugs 
and  chemicals  which  foreign  firms  had 
agreed  to  make  in  that  country,  it 
would  appear  that  many  foreign  phar- 
maceutical companies  considered 
basic  manufacture  in  India  worth 
while  if  only  to  protect  their  invest- 
ment. The  Minister  for  Labour  and 
Public  Health  said  the  Government 
of  Bombay  was  making  arrangements 
for  the  production  of  films  to  educate 
the  public  on  the  incalculable  harm 
done  by  the  use  of  spurious  drugs.  He 
announced  that,  to  encourage  research 
in  new  drugs,  arrangements  were  being 
made  to  set  apart  twenty  beds  in  a 
hospital  for  trial  of  new  drugs.  On 
the  working  of  the  Employees'  State 
Insurance  Medical  Scheme,  the 
Minister  expressed  pleasure  at  the  co- 
operation the  Government  had  re- 
ceived from  member  firms  in  so  far 
as  scheduled  drugs  had  been  offered  to 
the  authorities  concerned  at  very 
reasonable  rates.

Mauve  National  Insurance  cards 
should  be  exchanged  for  new  cards  at 
local  Pensions  and  National  Insurance 
offices  between  June  6  and  11. 

A  warning  has  been  issued  to  the 
public  by  Norwich  Executive  Council 
against  handing  on  to  their  friends 
and  neighbours  medicines  that  have 
been  prescribed  for  themselves. 

Twenty-three  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Institute  for  Research  in  Dairy- 
ing visited  the  Greenford,  Middlesex, 
headquarters  of  Glaxo  Laboratories, 
Ltd.,  on  May  23. 

Safeblowers  raided  a  branch  of 
Boots,  Ltd.,  at  362  Dumbarton  Street, 
Glasgow,  recently,  and  escaped  with 
a  day's  takings,  using  overalls  to 
muffle  the  sound  of  the  explosion. 

The  income  limit  under  which  self- 
employed  and  non-employed  people 
can  apply  to  be  excused  from  paying 
national  insurance  contributions  is 
being  raised  from  £104  a  year  to  £156 
a  year  from  June  6. 

A  twice  daily  air  service  between 
London  and  Germany  was  begun  by 
the  German  airline  Lufthausa  on  May 
15.  One  service  flies  to  Hamburg  via 
Dusseldorf  and  the  other  to  Munich 
via  Frankfurt. 

Cameras  worth  about  £200  were 
stolen  from  the  pharmacy  department 
of  the  shop  of  Rugby  Co-operative 
Society,  Ltd.,  recently;  no  indication 
was  found  of  how  the  intruder 
entered.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Missionary 

Scotland  has  long  been  noted  for  her  contributions  to  missionary 
work:  Dr.  David  Livingstone  immediately  springs  to  mind.  A  less  arduous 
journey  took  Dr.  David  McCall  to  Stafford,  where  he  addressed  a  gather- 
ing of  pharmacists  on  different  aspects  of  pharmacy  in  the  National  Health 
Service  (p.  615).  Readers  will  recall  the  determined  and  successful  fight 
put  up  by  Dr.  McCall  and  his  Scottish  colleagues  at  the  time  of  the 
inquiry  into  conditions  of  service  north  of  the  Tweed.  It  should  be  obvious 
to  all  that  there  is  urgent  need  for  the  solid  backing  by  pharmacists  of 
their  negotiators  that  Dr.  McCall  advocates.  No  case  can  be  successfully 
pressed  without  the  loyal  and  unstinting  support  of  those  who  are  in 
a  position  to  supply  the  required  data.  It  will  be  a  rude  shock  to  the 
complacent  and  apathetic  if,  as  Dr.  McCall  warned,  there  is  a  threatened 
cut  in  remuneration.  It  seems  incredible,  in  view  of  rising  wages  and 
increasing  overheads  generally,  that  the  authorities  should  imagine  that 
a  pharmacy  can  manage  on  a  lower  figure  than  that  of  1948.  The  total  cost 
of  the  pharmaceutical  service  includes  the  cost  of  drugs,  but  an  increasing 
all-over  cost  does  not  necessarily  indicate  a  higher  standard  of  living  for 
the  pharmacist.  The  flood  of  expensive  antibiotics,  to  take  only  one  item, 
and  the  constantly  increasing  "  remainders,"  threaten  a  load  which  the 
smaller  business  is  finding  difficult  to  carry.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Dr. 
McCall's  appeal  for  solid  backing,  and  his  condemnation  of  apathy,  will 
find  a  response. 

Dr.  Joseph  Black 

The  interesting  article  on  Joseph  Black  (p.  621),  dealing  with  his  work 
on  carbon  dioxide  two  hundred  years  ago,  brings  to  our  attention  a  man 
of  outstanding  character  and  attainment.  Though  generally  regarded  as 
an  Edinburgh  man,  from  his  long  connection  with  the  university  there. 
Black  was,  in  fact,  born  in  France,  where  his  father  was  engaged  in  the 
wine  trade.  His  early  education  was  imparted  in  his  father's  native  city 
of  Belfast,  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  the  young  Joseph  entered  Glasgow 
University.  Cullen,  who  had  only  that  year  been  appointed  lecturer  in 
chemistry,  soon  saw  that  in  Black  there  was  material  beyond  the  ordinary, 
and  appointed  him  as  his  assistant.  In  these  days,  when  railways  are 
much  in  our  minds,  it  is  perhaps  interesting  to  recall  that  James  Watt 
was  a  pupil  of  Black.  On  the  appointment  of  Cullen  to  the  chair  of 
medicine  in  Edinburgh  in  1766,  Dr.  Black  became  professor  of  chemistry, 
a  position  he  held  for  thirty  years.  He  died  in  1799,  and  left  what  was 
considered  to  be  a  surprising  amount  of  money.  But  whether  that  came 
from  carbon  dioxide,  or  latent  heat,  or  was  inherited  from  the  wine- 
merchant  of  Bordeaux,  is  difficult  to  say.  In  addition  to  his  scientific 
attainments  he  was  also  a  musician  of  some  merit,  both  as  singer  and 
flautist,  and  was  talented  with  pencil  and  brush. 

The  Retirement  Home 

This  week's  issue  indicates  that  the  branches  are  giving  attention  to 
the  questions  the  Council  has  asked  about  the  building  of  a  home  for 
retired  pharmacists.  The  proposal  appears  to  be  meeting  with  a  mixed 
reception,  and  there  is  little  evidence  of  the  enthusiasm  which  is  essential 
for  a  project  of  this  kind.  The  Council  may  well  decide  that  the  lukewarm 
reception  of  its  suggestion  hardly  justifies  going  on  with  the  proposal. 
Even  in  Hull,  where  the  president  himself  spoke  in  its  support,  there 
appeared  to  be  considerable  doubt  in  the  minds  of  his  hearers.  It  sur- 
prised me  that  he  should  have  said  that  the  facts  were  badly  presented 
in  the  circular  to  the  branches.  Who  was  responsible  for  the  poor  presen- 
tation? Without  the  unqualified  support  of  every  branch,  and  guaranteed 
financial  aid  from  each  member,  the  scheme  would  appear  to  be  economi- 
cally unsound.  The  willing  horses  are  already  doing  all  they  can  with 
the  various  benevolent  and  orphan  funds  of  the  Society,  and  can  hardly 
be  blamed  for  limiting  their  support  on  this  occasion  to  expression  of 
sympathy. 
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SCOTTISH  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Executive  election  results  declared 


AT  the  annual  meeting  of  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  resident  in 
Scotland  and  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting  held  jointly  in  Edin- 
burgh, on  June  1,  the  result  of  the 
Scottish  Executive  election  was 
announced.

Of  2,912  voting  papers  issued,  821 
were  returned,  eight  were  informal. 
Twelve  papers  were  received  too  late 
to  be  included  in  the  election. 

In  his  report  to  the  annual  meeting 
the  Chairman  (Mr.  S.  Hughan)  said 
that  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish 
Department  was  greatly  concerned  that 
so  few  apprentices  were  being  trained 
in  Scotland  at  present.  There  were 
now  seven  branches  of  the  Society  in 
Scotland,  and  it  was  possible  that  an- 
other Branch  might  be  opened  in  the 
coming  year.  Financial  aid  given  by 
the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Society  to 
beneficiaries  in  Scotland  still  exceeded 
the  contributions  received  from  Scot- 
land. Few  members  had  taken  advan- 
tage of  the  excellent  facilities  for 
convalescents  at  Birdsgrove  House. 
The  chairman  asked  as  many  Scottish 
pharmacists  as  possible  to  attend  the 
Aberdeen  meeting  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference.  The  Aberdeen 
Committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mr.  W.  T.  Elder,  was  ensuring  the 
comforts  of  all  visitors.  It  was  also 
pleasing  to  say  that  the  chairman  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
would  be  Professor  J.  P.  Todd  of  the 
Royal  Technical  College,  Glasgow. 

A  meeting  of  the  Scottish  Executive 
was  held  earlier  in  the  day.  The  Chair- 
man, on  behalf  of  the  Executive, 
thanked  Mr.  M.  S.  Maconochie,  who 
was  defeated  in  the  Executive  election, 
for  the  services  he  had  rendered  in  the 
past,  and  looked  forward  to  the  time 
when  he  would  rejoin  the  Executive.  It 
was  reported  that  a  meeting  of  branch 
secretaries  had  been  held  that  morning. 
Dr.  D.  McCall  (resident  secretary) 
said  that  it  had  been  a  highly  success- 
ful meeting  attended  by  all  the  branch 
secretaries  with  the  exception  of  Miss 
I.  Bolton  and  Mr.  Macmaster.  Pro- 
grammes had  been  discussed  and 
arrangements  had  been  made  for  head- 
quarters speakers  to  be  available  to 
address  two  or  more  branches  at  one 
visit.  It  was  thought  that  it  would  be 
worth  while  to  hold  a  meeting  of 
branch  secretaries  each  year  on  the 
same  date  as  the  annual  meeting. 
The  necessity  of  interesting  branch 
members  in  benevolent  activities  of 
the  Society  had  been  stressed.  It  was 
reported  that  Mr.  C.  W.  Macfarlane 
(a  member  of  the  Society's  Council) 
had  addressed  a  meeting  of  the 
Northern  Scottish  Branch  at  Dingwall 
on  May  i8.  It  was  announced  that 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive 
would  be  held  on  June  22,  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  meeting  of  the  nomination 


of  examiners  committee.  The  Chair- 
man asked  that  names  of  proposed 
examiners  should  be  submitted  as  early 
as  possible  before  the  meeting.  A 
letter  had  been  received  from  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical 
Federation  in  which  the  proposal  to 
hold  a  joint  annual  dinner  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Scottish  Executive  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Commit- 
tee was  agreed  to.    The  offer  by  the 


Scottish  Department  of  the  Society  to 
give  assistance  in  the  organisation  of 
such  functions  was  welcomed.  The 
Federation  suggested  that  the  Commit- 
tee should  be  a  joint  one  representative 
of  the  three  bodies.  The  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Standing  Committee  had  also 
agreed  to  the  suggestion,  and  had 
decided  to  form  a  subcommittee  con- 
sisting of  the  three  chairmen  with  Dr. 
McCall  as  secretary.  The  Executive 
agreed  to  the  suggestion  that  each 
body  should,  in  turn,  act  as  hosts  by 
providing  a  chairman  for  the  evening. 


CHEMISTS'  MUTUAL  INSURANCE 

Annual  summary  of  transactions 


THE  annual  summary  of  statements  of 
business  transacted  during  the  year  by 
the  Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  Co., 
Ltd.,  for  the  accounting  period  ended 
September  30,  1953,  was  published 
recently. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  1953 
accounting  period,  the  company's  fire 
account  opened  with  a  balance  of 
£3,132  in  respect  of  unexpired  risks, 
with  an  additional  reserve  of  £29,000, 
against  £2,843  and  £27,500  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  premium  income  in 
the  fire  department,  less  reinsurance  (a 
form  of  hedging  the  risk  adopted  by 
insurance  offices)  for  the  year  under 
review  was  £8,416  against  £7,830.  In- 
terest earned  on  the  investment  of  the 
fund,  less  income  tax,  was  £654  (in 
1952  it  was  £543).  Miscellaneous  in- 
come in  the  fire  account  was  £5,245 
against  £3,727.  Fire  claims  paid  and 
outstanding  are  recorded  as  £1,645, 
which  is  less  than  half  the  1952  fire- 
claim  payment  total.  Management  ex- 
penses were,  at  £1,509,  £15  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  Miscellaneous 
payments,  possibly  including  transfers 
to  the  profit-and-loss  account,  totalled 
£6,926,  against  £4,864  in  1952.  At  the 
end  of  the  accounting  period  the  com- 
pany's fund  in  respect  of  its  fire  busi- 
ness was  £3,367  for  unexpired  risks, 
with  an  additional  reserve  of  £33,000. 

The  miscellaneous  insurance  busi- 
ness of  the  company  includes  loss-of- 
profits,  employers'-liability,  burglary, 
plate-glass  and  householders'  compre- 
hensive insurances.  The  fund  for 
those  contingencies  at  the  beginning 
of  the  accounting  period  was  £9,799 
for  unexpired  risks,  with  an  addi- 
tional reserve  of  £38,500,  against 
£8,907  and  £35,000  respectively.  In- 
terest less  income  tax  brought  £982  to 
the  fund,  against  £786  in  the  previous 
year.  Premium  income  rose  to  £26,63' 


from  £24,498.  Other  income  brought 
to  the  account  totalled  £1,355,  against 
£1,393.  Claims  paid  out  or  still  out- 
standing amounted  to  £10,044  at  the 
end  of  the  period,  and  management 
expenses  in  connection  with  this  type 
of  business  to  £2,032.  Another  £9,539 
was  transferred  to  profit-and-loss 
account  or  is  included  among  the  mis- 
cellaneous transfers.  The  fund  stood  at 
£10,652  in  regard  to  unexpired  risks, 
with  an  additional  reserve  of  £45,000 
at  the  end  of  the  accounting  period. 

In  the  company's  profit-and-loss 
account  for  the  year  under  review  the 
balance  from  the  previous  year's 
account  is  given  as  £18,050.  Interest 
and  dividends  not  carried  to  other 
accounts  amount  to  £1,079.  Transfers 
to  the  account  from  other  revenue 
accounts  was  £16,465.  Dividends  and 
bonuses  to  shareholders  accounted  for 
payments  totalling  £6,534,  and  trans- 
fers to  reserve  for  £3,000.  Expenses 
not  charged  to  other  accounts  were 
£6,048,  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
account  of  £22,113.  On  the  liabilities 
side,  the  company's  insurance  funds 
are  shown  as  £92,019.  General  and  in- 
vestment reserves  amounted  to  an  addi- 
tional £46,755.  Outstanding  claims  are 
shown  as  £3,705,  and  outstanding 
accounts  and  sundry  creditors  as 
£3,440,  making  a  grand  total  on  the 
liabilities  side  of  £168,032.  The  bulk 
of  the  assets  of  Chemists'  Mutual  In- 
surance (£129,208)  are  invested  in 
British  Government  and  Government- 
guaranteed  securities.  Next  come  Com- 
monwealth Government,  provincial 
and  municipal  securities  (£16,366).  The 
company  has  issued  mortgages  to  the 
value  of  £12,435.  Agents  balances  at 
£2,186  and  cash  in  hand,  £7,837,  bring 
the  grand  total  to  £168,032.  The  re- 
port shows  that  funds  and  reserves  are 
ample  to  meet  potential  liabilities. 


BRANCH  AND  ASSOCIATION  MEETINGS 


EPSOM  AND  SUTTON 
Visit  to  London  Airport 

A  party  of  members  and  friends  of 
the  Epsom  and  Sutton  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  visited  London 
Airport  on  June  1.  A  tour  of  the  air- 
port by  coach,  accompanied  by  an 
official  guide,  was  preceded  by  a  view 
of  an  Argonaut  aircraft  serviced  for 
a  flight,  that  night,  to  Singapore.  The 
tour  of  the  airport  included  a  tfip 
through  the  newly-built  tunnel  and  a 
running  commentary  on  the  new  con- 
trol tower  and  permanent  buildings 
being  erected  in  the  central  terminal 


area.  A  short  tour  of  the  countryside 
around  Slough  and  Windsor  followed. 

LIVERPOOL 

First  Two  Life  Vice-presidents 

Its  first  two  life  vice-presidents  were 
appointed  by  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  and  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing on  May  31.  They  were  Messrs.  H. 
Humphreys  Jones  and  J.  L.  Hirst.  To 
permit  their  appointment,  the  Associa- 
tion agreed  to  an  addition  to  its 
rules,  and  the  Branch  of  the  Society 
an  alteration  to  one  of  its  Rules.  The 
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addition  to  the  Association  rules,  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  J.  P.  Murphy,  reads: 
"  From  time  to  time  the  members  of 
the  Association  may,  at  the  annual 
meeting,  confer  the  distinction  of  life 
vice-president  of  the  Association  upon 
such  members  who,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  meeting,  shall  have  merited  such 
honour  by  virtue  of  their  long  and 
valuable  services."  Mr.  J.  Farrer 
Barnes,  who  presided,  said  Messrs. 
Humphreys  Jones  and  Hirst  had  given 
long  and  valuable  service  to  pharmacy 
both  locally  and  nationally.  Mr.  Hum- 
phreys Jones  said  that  it  was  more 
than  fifty-one  years  since  he  joined  the 
Association.  He  was  secretary  from 
1909  to  1912  and  afterwards  president. 

Mr.  Farrer  Barnes  drew  attention  to 
a  letter  received  from  the  Society  on 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  residential 
home  for  retired  pharmacists,  stating 
that  the  appeal  for  financial  support 
would  be  directed  to  individual  mem- 
bers, but  to  contribute  their  quota  to 
the  capital  cost  members  of  the  Liver- 
pool Branch  should  subscribe  a  total 
of  £334  Is.  6d.,  possibly  spread  over 
three  years.  For  the  maintenance  in- 
come needed,  the  Branch  members' 
quota  might  amount  to  £87  3s.  per 
year  when  the  home  was  established. 
Mr.  Farrer  Barnes  said  that  the  Asso- 
ciation council  and  Branch  committee 
thought  that  the  costs  were  high. 

HOUNSLOW 
Pharmacy  in  India 

A  talk  on  pharmacy  in  India  was 
given  to  the  Hounslow  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  at  a  recent 
meeting  by  Mr.  A.  G.  Fishburn. 
F.P.S.,  F.R.I.C.  Mr.  Fishburn  said 
that  although  the  practice  of  medicine 
had  a  much  longer  history  in  India 
than  in  Britain,  there  had  at  no  time 
existed  an  organised  profession  of 
pharmacy.  The  original  Hindu  teach- 
ing of  medicine  was  known  as  the 
Ayurvedic  system;  it  had  flourished  for 
thousands  of  years  but  was  now  de- 
clining rapidly.  That  later  became 
modified  by  the  Unani  (or  Yunani) 
Muslim  system,  but  both  were  now 
being  replaced  by  European  medicine 
which  was  first  introduced  under 
British  rule  and  then  developed 
rapidly  with  the  establishment  of  the 
Indian  Medical  Service.  Ayurvedic 
and  Unani  remedies,  which  were  based 
on  indigenous  vegetable  drugs,  were 
made  in  dispensaries  or  small  fac- 
tories but  were  supplied  to  the  public, 
chiefly  by  direct  sale;  medicines  pres- 
cribed by  doctors  were  usually  allo- 
pathic (Western-style),  the  majority 
being  European  or  American  speciali- 
ties imported  or  processed  locally. 
Indian  pharmaceutical  manufacture 
fell  broadly  into  two  categories,  the 
large-scale  extraction  of  alkaloids 
such  as  morphine,  strychnine,  caf- 
feine, emetine,  etc.,  and  of  other 
natural  products  such  as  shark-liver 
oil;  and  the  pharmaceutical  processing 
of  standard  formulations  of  the  B.P. 
and  B.P.C..  together  with  a  variety  of 
vitamin  tonics,  laxatives,  and  similar 
imitations  of  European  specialities. 
European  and  American  medicines 
were  imported  and  (to  a  lesser  extent) 
processed  locally.  There  was  practic- 
ally no  manufacture  of  synthetic  drugs 


to  the  public  and  no  fixed  prices.  That 
had  led  to  price-cutting  and  hence  to 
substitution  of  genuine  products  by 
cheap  imitations.  For  that  reason,  pil- 
fer-proof  and  self-destructible  packs 
(e.g.,  plastic  strip  for  tablets)  were  used 
wherever  possible,  and  the  public- 
were  urgjd  to  destroy  all  empty  tins, 
bottles,  etc.,  that  had  contained  expen- 
sive drugs.  In  the  larger  towns,  all  re- 
tail drug  traders  were  usually  to  bo 
found  in  the  same  street;  no  extem- 
poraneous dispensing  was  carried  out 
but  they  might  stock  up  to  3.000  dif- 
ferent packed  specialities.  In  small 
villages  the  headman  was  entrusted 
with  a  box  of  essential  drugs  with  in- 
structions for  their  use.  In  hospitals. 


for  reasons  of  economy,  as  many 
medicines  as  possible  were  prepared 
in  the  dispensary  and  that  work  was 
carried  out  by  "  compounders,''  whose 
technical  training  was  limited.  The 
Indian  Government  appreciated  that 
the  establishment  of  a  recognised  pro- 
fession of  pharmacy  would  do  much 
to  improve  the  whole  system  of  pre- 
paring and  distributing  medicines,  and 
that  until  such  a  profession  was  crea- 
ted there  would  be  little  incentive  for 
students  to  work  for  a  pharmaceutical 
qualification.  But  the  allocation  of 
special  rights  or  privileges  to  pharma- 
cists must  proceed  gradually  as  the 
latter  showed  that  they  were  capable 
of  assuming  such  responsibilities. 


"  CANDY  MEDICATION  "  IN  AMERICA 

Its  relation  to  accidental  poisonings 


THE  committee  on  toxicology  of  the 
American  Medical  Association  has 
issued  a  report  on  "  candy  medication." 
{Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Association.  May  7,  p.  44.) 

The  report  defines  the  essential 
features  of  candy  medication  as  being 
sweetness,  attractive  colour  and  form, 
pleasant  odour,  freedom  from  the 
slightest  suggestion  of  medicinal  taste, 
rapid  disintegration  in  the  mouth,  and 
variety  in  dosage  forms  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  fastidious  tastes  of  the  sick 
child.  Candy  medicaments  now  con- 
stitute as  much  as  one-third  of  the 
annual  volume  of  certain  types  of  drug 
sales  (for  example,  vitamins). 

The  report  goes  on  to  point  out  that 
antibiotics,  antiepileptics,  antihista- 
minics,  barbiturates,  sulphonamides. 
salicylates,  and  vitamins  are  available 
as  candy  medications.  They  are  dis- 
pensed as  heart-shaped  candy  tablets 
(antiepileptics).  lollipops  and  chewing 
gum  (aspirin),  rock  candy  (barbitur- 
ates), fruit  flavoured  syrups  (sulphona- 
mides), and  as  food  additives  in  the 
form  of  a  dispersible  chocolate- 
flavoured  powder  (antibiotic)  and 
orange-flavoured  granules  (vitamins) 
for  addition  to  milk  or  breakfast 
cereal.  Vivid  colours,  as  well  as  variety 
and  sweetness,  are  employed  in  candy- 
medicated  formulas  in  order  to  in- 
crease acceptance  and  impart  con- 
fidence in  the  young  patient.  The 
end-result  is  not,  however,  merely 
greater  co-operation  among  sick 
children  but  the  cultivation  of  eager- 
ness and  anticipation  for  the  sweet 
tablets  or  the  flavourful  liquids  when 
the  child  is  well  again. 

Since  1932,  candy  aspirin  has  been 
sold  as  a  prescription  drug,  but  only 
since  1948  has  the  flavoured  form  of 
children's  aspirin  been  distributed  as 
an  over-the-counter  remedy.  That  type 
of  aspirin  is  sold  largely  through  phar- 
macies, where  it  now  constitutes  ap- 
proximately 12  per  cent,  of  the  total 
aspirin  sales.  In  the  pre-war  period, 
when  comparatively  small  amounts  of 
candy  aspirin  were  available,  about  20 
per  cent,  of  the  total  aspirin  fatalities 
occurred  in  pre-school-age  children. 
In  1951.  the  latest  year  for  which  de- 
tailed mortality  s'atistics  have  been 
compiled,  80  per  cent,  of  the  aspirin 
deaths  occurred  in  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
sale  of  methyl  salicylate  for  medicinal 
purposes  and  the  number  of  fatalities 


from  it  have  remained  relatively  con- 
slant.  In  pre-school-age  children,  it 
has  a  mortality  rate  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  times  higher  than  that  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  population.  That  high 
incidence  of  fatal  injury  in  the  very 
young  has  been  explained  on  the  basis 
of  its  tempting  odour,  which  the  child 
associates  with  the  wintergreen  flavour 
of  certain  candy,  chewing  gum  and 
soft  drinks.  Official  recognition  of  that 
hazard  was  recently  announced  with 
the  promulgation  of  a  regulation  re- 
quiring a  label  warning  that  use  other 
than  as  directed  might  be  dangerous 
and  that  the  article  should  be  kept 
out  of  the  reach  of  children  to  pre- 
vent accidental  poisoning. 

Of  the  first  500  cases  reported  to  the 
Chicago  Poisoning  Control  Centre, 
eighty-four  were  attributed  to  aspirin. 
Upon  further  investigation,  flavoured 
"  baby  "  aspirin  was  directly  implicated 
in  seventy-three  of  the  eighty-four 
cases;  that  is,  flavoured  aspirin  ac- 
counted for  14  5  per  cent,  of  the  total 
cases  received  by  the  centre  and  87  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  associated  with 
acetylsalicylic  acid  ingestion. 

The  report  concludes  that,  though 
the  evidence  is  not  conclusive, 
flavoured  aspirin  seems  to  have  con- 
tributed to  an  increase  in  accidental 
poisoning  disproportionate  to  its 
availability.  Although  no  comparably 
suggestive  data  have  been  reported  for 
other  types  of  drugs  similarly  com- 
pounded, the  committee  feels  it  neces- 
sary to  issue  a  warning  of  the  dangers 
of  potent  drugs  in  "  candied  "  forms. 
The  usefulness  of  flavoured  forms  of 
medication  to  overcome  or  avoid  re- 
sistance in  young  patients  is  recognised, 
but  "  the  present  casual  attitude  toward 
those  products  must  be  corrected, 
especially  when  it  leads  to  indiscrimin- 
ate use  and  careless  storage."  The 
public  should  be  informed  and  con- 
stantly reminded  that  many  of  the  pro- 
ducts that  are  packaged  and  flavoured 
to  look  like  candy  are  in  reality 
potent  drugs,  some  of  which  can  be 
dangerous  in  overdoses.

E.  Thorpe  (head  of  the  pharmacy  and 
physiology  department)  and  it  was 
manned  voluntarily  throughout  the 
week  by  members  of  the  local  Branch 
of  the  Society.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  opening  ceremony  the  lord  mayor 
of  Portsmouth  invited  the  visitors  to 
the  City  Council  Chambers,  where 
they  were  officially  welcomed  at  a 
small  reception,  and  signed  the  city's 
visitors'  book. 

The  address  of  Professor  Truhaut 
was  entitled  "  The  Toxicological 
Aspects  of  Phytopharmacy."  He  said, 
among  other  things: — 

The  idea  of  combating  the  attackers 
of  cultivated  plants  with  poisonous 
substances  is  old.  but  the  use  of 
agricultural  poisons  began  to  have 
real  importance  in  1865.  At  that  time 
growers  in  the  west  of  the  United 
States,  whose  potato  crops  were 
being  destroyed  by  doryphore,  dis- 
covered that  dusting  them  with  copper 
aceto-arsenite  was  effective.  Today, 
hundreds  of  synthetic  organic  com- 
pounds are  employed  in  the  formula- 
tion of  insecticides,  fungicides,  weed- 
killers, rat-killers,  etc. 

Increased  use  of  chemical  agents 
carries  with  it  the  risk  of  injuring  other 
living  creatures,,  a  risk  particularly  im- 
portant in  phytopharmacy  because  nor- 
mally it  is  by  their  general  toxicity  that 
the  substances  used  act  on  pests.  The 
ideal  would  obviously  be  compounds 
toxic  only  to  the  pests,  but  a  bioche- 
mical or  pharmacological  basis  for 
such  specificity  has  yet  to  be  discovered. 
Thus  the  halogenated  organic  com- 
pounds (DDT,  HCH,  aldrine,  etc.)  act 
both  in  mammals  and  in  insects, 
mainly  on  the  nervous  system;  the 
organic  phosphorus  compounds  inhibit 
cholinesterases  in  both  groups.  The 
authorities  are  accordingly  confronted 
with  the  problem  of  regulating  the 
conditions  under  which  these  sub- 
stances may  be  used. 


What  is  Toxicity? 

A  substance  is  defined  as  toxic 
which,  when  it  enters  the  organism  in 
a  relatively  large  single  dose  or  in 
several  doses  approaching  it,  or  in 
small  doses  repeated  over  a  long 
period,  brings  about  a  temporary  or 
permanent  disturbance  of  one  or  more 
vital  functions.  In  speaking  of  toxic 
doses  it  is  imperative  to  specify  the 
route  of  absorption  of  the  poison, 
since  that  largely  governs  the  dose. 
The  routes  of  absorption  of  phyto- 
pharmaceutical  products,  both  for 
parasites  and  for  other  animals,  are 
the  digestive  tract,  the  lungs  or  the 
skin. 

Absorption  may  be  quicker  or 
slower  because  of  adsorption   of  the 


Finally,  the  affinity  many  substances 
have  for  the  skin  lipoids  facilitates 
their  absorption  into  the  general  cir- 
culation. That  is  particularly  so  with 
nicotine,  the  organic  phosphorus  com- 
pounds (parathion,  dcmeton  or  systox), 
nitro-deri  vatives,  aromatic  amines, 
and  a  number  of  chlorinated  com- 
pounds (aldrine,  dieldrine  and  even 
HCH).  Lehman  gives  a  table  showing 
the  degree  of  toxicity  by  the  cutaneous 
route  in  experimental  animals  (usually 
rabbits)  and  from  it  can  be  deduced 
by  extrapolation  the  doses  that  might 
be  dangerous  to  man. 

Among  the  halogen  derivatives, 
aldrine  and  dieldrine  (not  included  in 
the  table)  are  held  to  have  the  greatest 
cutaneous  toxicity.    In  experiments  on

poison  (for  example,  copper)  on  food, 
because  of  the  formation  of  insoluble 
compounds  (for  example,  albuminates), 
or  because  of  defence  reactions  in  the 
organism,  such  as  vomiting  or  diarr- 
hoea. Administration  by  the  pul- 
monary route  has  to  be  considered  not 
only  with  fumigants  but  also  with 
solid  or  liquid  preparations  having  an 
appreciable  vapour  tension.  As  that  is 
controlled  by  the  room  temperature, 
the  dangers  from  inhalation  are  greater 
during  warm  periods  and  in  the 
middle  of  the  day.  Toxic  substances 
may  be  inhaled  as  fine  mists,  in  which 
form  they  show  certain  advantages 
against  the  pests  but  are  troublesome 
to  the  operators.

Such  doses  can  only  be  regarded  as 
significant  if  the  precise  method  of 
application  is  indicated.  The  table 
shows  that,  in  cutaneous  penetration, 
substances    in    solution    are,    on  the

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whole,  more  toxic  than  substances  in 
powder.  The  difference  is  especially 
marked  in  organic  halogen  derivatives. 
It  should  be  noted  that  contact  with 
mucous  membranes  is  more  dangerous 
than  contact  with  the  skin. 

The  absorption  of  repeated  small 
doses  may  bring  about  chronic  poi- 
soning, which  is  much  more  insidious, 
involving  preferential  solubility  in 
lipoids;  adsorption  on  tissues,  etc.,  or 
fixation  by  tissues.  No  prediction  can 
be  made  of  the  relationship  between 
acute  and  chronic  toxicities.  Thus  for 
acute  toxicity  the  gamma  isomer  of 
HCH  (lindane)  is  by  far  the  most 
toxic,  but  it  is  the  P  isomer  which  has 
the  greater  chronic  toxicity  because  of 
its  fixation  and  retention  in  the  kid- 
ney, brain  and  fat  depots.  Though  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  poison  a 
rat  by  a  single  dose  of  the  0  isomer, 
a  daily  dose  of  10  m?m./kilo  brings 
about  a  severe  liver  dysfunction. 

Factors  Influencing  Toxicity 

Toxicity  varies  greatly  with  the 
species  of  animal.  A  striking  compari- 
son is  the  acute  toxicity  by  mouth  of 
various  toxic  elements  on  the  dog  and 
the  rat  as  shown  in  this  table  by 
Lehman: —

Certain  pest-killers  (pyrethrins, 
rotenone)  have  been  retained  because 
of  their  high  toxicity  for  cold-blooded 
animals,  especially  insects,  and  their 
almost  complete  absence  of  toxicity 
for  warm-blooded  animals.  Race  also 
makes  a  difference.  Among  humans, 
the  negroes  and  the  yellow  races  are, 
on  the  whole,  less  sensitive  than  whites 
to  the  nitrophenols.  Toxicity  may  also 
vary  with  sex.  Female  rats  appear  to 
tolerate  diethylthiophosphate  and  iso- 
propyl  -  2  -  methyl  -  4  -  pyramidyl 
better  than  males.  It  is  generally 
accepted  that  the  dose  necessary  to 
produce  harmful  effects  is  rather 
greater  for  heavier  animals.  Toxic 
doses  are  accordingly  generally  ex- 
pressed in  terms  of  body-weight  units. 
Multiplying  the  toxic  dose  in  mgm./ 
kilo  by  the  weight  of  the  man  gives  a 
general  dose  that  is  too  high,  minimis- 
ing risk  of  toxicity.  The  toxic  dose  for 
man  is  usually  taken  as  about  the 
same  as  for  a  20-kilo  dog.  Age,  indi- 
vidual response,  physiological  and 
pathological  conditions  may  also  in- 
terfere. A  deficient  kidney,  by  slowing 
down  excretion  of  a  poison,  increases 
its  harmful  properties.  Skin  lesions, 
particularly  wounds,  favour  absorp- 
tion. It  must  be  emphasised  that  ex- 
perimental determinations  of  toxicity 
are  usually  made  on  homogeneous 
colonies  of  animals.  Public  health 
authorities  and  pathologists,  on  the 
other  hand,  work  with  mixed  popula- 
tions and  must  pay  attention  to  the 
exceptional  cases. 

The  base  or  excipient  may  modify 
toxicity  considerably.  For  example,  the 
L.D.  50's  of  wettable  powders  of 
parathion  are,  according  to  Schuppon, 
higher  than  those  of  the  pure  product. 


The  presence  of  added  substances 
other  than  the  excipient  or  base  is 
also  important.  Certain  emulsifying 
agents  diminish  the  toxicity  by  the 
cutaneous  route  of  preparations  of 
parathion,  though  the  oral  toxicity 
may  not  be  changed. 

Accidents  During  Storage 

Accidents  during  storage  arise  from 
confusion  with  foodstuffs  or  with 
medicines.  Confusion  may  be  facili- 
tated by  the  physical  appearance  of 
the  poison  (e.g.,  a  white  arsenical 
powder  may  be  taken  for  flour  or 
nitrophenol  taken  for  oil,  etc.).  The 
possibility  of  adding  of  denaturants, 
or  coloured  or  odorous  substances  or 
the  presentation  of  the  material  so 
that  it  does  not  resemble  foods  or 
medicines  must  be  considered.  Dan- 
ger of  poisoning  is  specially  to  be 
feared  in  children,  because  of  their 
curiosity,  greediness  and  ignorance. 
The  last-named  unfortunately  plays  a 
big  part  in  the  poisoning  of  adults. 
The  use  of  nicotine,  for  example,  in 
destroying  body  parasites  in  man  or 
animals,  has  often  been  the  cause  of 
fatal  accidents.  One  cannot  insist  too 
much  to  the  users  on  the  dangers  of 
the  products  they  are  handling.  Even 
in  countries  with  a  highly  developed 
agriculture,  it  is  difficult  to  get  people 
to  admit  that  the  use  of  agricultural 
poisons  may  be  a  source  of  accidents 
even  after  the  experimental  stage  is 
over  and  the  rules  for  using  the  mate- 
rial have  been  officially  stated.  In- 
quests after  accidents  or  reported 
accidents  ought  to  be  publicised  as 
widely  as  possible,  so  that,  profiting 
by  experience,  workers  can  give  them- 
selves the  greatest  degree  of  protec- 
tion. But  the  most  important  risks 
arise  after  treatment  from  the  persis- 
tence of  the  pesticides.  In  most  cases 
the  treatment  leads  to  a  deposit  of  a 
film  of  the  material  on  the  plants  or, 
with  "  systemic "  poisons,  to  the  in- 
troduction of  the  compound  into  the 
sap.  The  problem  of  residual  poisons 
becomes  more  important  as  the  sub- 
stances used  are  more  persistent.  It 
necessitates  forbidding  the  treatment 
of  plants  during  a  period,  longer  or 
shorter,  before  harvesting.  If  the  rules 
are  not  obeyed,  accidents  will  occur 
with  foods  which  offer  the  optimum 
conditions  for  chronic  toxicity. 

Fluorine  derivatives,  particularly 
sodium  fluoraluminate  and  barium 
fluosilicate,  are  sometimes  used  as  in- 
secticides on  fruit  trees  and  bushes. 
They  do  not  produce  acute  toxic 
effects  in  man,  except  in  doses  much 
greater  than  1  gm.,  but  small  daily 
doses  of  a  few  centigm.  may  produce 
dental  lesions  and  bone  disorders.  So 
it  is  imperative  to  wash  fruit  and 
vegetables  carefully  before  eating 
them.  Small  concentrations  of  selenium 
bring  about  a  cancer  of  the  liver 
(hepatoma),  and  even  weak  doses  may 
be  sufficient  to  cause  cirrhosis.  More- 
over, selenium  compounds  appear  to 
be  able  to  pass  from  the  soil  into 
plants  and  especially  into  bread-mak- 
ing cereals. 

Repeated  small  doses  of  DDT  can 
cause  liver  damage  in  the  rat. 
Analysis  has  shown  the  presence  of 
the  insecticide  in  the  fatty  tissues  of 
man,  but  no  correlation  has  yet  been 
established  between  the  ingestion  of 


small  quantities  and  any  human  dis- 
order. It  has  been  shown  that  pro- 
longed diet  containing  small  doses  of 
aldrine  can  inhibit  oestrus  in  the  rat. 
All  those  effects  can  be  produced  by 
doses  such  as  could  result  from 
aldrine  persisting  in  treated  vegetable 
foodstuffs. 

With  the  organic  phosphorus  insec- 
ticides having  an  anticholinesterase 
action  (e.g.,  parathion)  the  dangers  of 
chronic  poisoning  are  less,  Though 
fat-soluble,  they  are  readily  destroyed 
by  hydrolysis.  But  in  the  group  are 
certain  "  systemic  "  compounds.  Work 
done  in  Germany  showed  that  systox 
or  one  of  its  metabolic  products  can 
be  concentrated  in  the  fruit  some  time 
after  its  application.  The  importance 
of  that  fact  in  fixing  the  date  limits 
for  utilisation  of  the  crop  is  readily 
understood. 

Thiourea  and  Thioacetamide 

Among  the  fungicides,  thiourea  and 
thioacetamide  in  small  doses  over  a 
long  period  may  cause  cancers  of  the 
liver  in  rats.  Used  to  prevent  the  rot- 
ting of  oranges,  they  may  gain  access 
into  the  fruit  juice. 

The  use  of  certain  selective  weed- 
killers and  of  compounds  for  the  pre- 
vention of  premature  falling  of  fruits 
and  germination  of  potatoes  have  also 
caused  anxiety  to  public  health  wor- 
kers, though  experiments  with  the  rat, 
rabbit  and  dog  and  in  mice  gave  en- 
tirely negative  results. 

There  have  been  numerous  works  on 
the  problem  of  the  presence  of  arsenic 
in  wines  manufactured  from  grapes 
treated  with  arsenates.  If  the  treat- 
ment has  been  with  lead  arsenate, 
which  is  insoluble  in  the  juices  of  the 
grape,  the  concentration  of  arsenic  in 
the  wine  remains  within  the  maximum 
permitted  limit.  With  calcium  arsenate, 
which  is  soluble  in  the  organic  acids  of 
the  grape  juice,  the  maximum  may  be 
far  exceeded.  It  could  result  in  chronic 
arsenical  poisoning,  such  as  occurred 
in  the  French  wine-growing  country  of 
Beaujolais  in  1940-44.  Fodder  con- 
taminated with  certain  insecticides, 
notably  DDT,  may,  because  of  their 
fat  solubility,  cause  those  compounds 
to  be  eliminated  in  the  milk  or  even 
recovered  from  butter.  In  an  experi- 
ment, dogs  fed  on  mutton  from  sheep 
that  had  died  after  repeated  small 
doses  of  aldrine  also  succumbed  to 
poisoning.  Recently  it  has  been  shown 
that  reactions  in  man  may  occur  fol- 
lowing the  consumption  of  agenised 
flour. 

Examples  help  one  to  understand 
why  international  commissions  are  so 
concerned  with  the  problem  of  toxic 
residues  and  why  it  is  so  important 
to  fix  limits  for  their  tolerated  con- 
centration. 

French  legislation  authorises  the  use 
of  hexachlorocyclohexane  and  of  its 
isomers  for  the  disinfection  of  grain 
and  of  single-crop  vegetables,  but 
fixes  the  maximum  amount  to  be  used 
as  0  5  gm.  per  100  kilo  of  grain,  and 
demands  that  all  precautions  should 
be  taken  to  see  that  the  mixing  is 
thoroughly  done  and  that  the  flour 
obtained  from  the  corn  thus  treated 
contains  less  than  1  part  per  million 
of  insecticide. 

The  spraying  of  products  in  the  air 
may  destroy  useful  animals  such  as 
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pollinating  insects,  preying  insects  and 
birds  that  eat  insects.  That  fact  may 
lead  to  bans  on  the  use  of  treatments 
during  certain  periods. 

It  is  as  well  not  to  ignore  the  long- 
term  consequences  of  repeated  treat- 
ments on  the  fertility  of  the  soil,  and 
to  study  its  action  on  the  flora  and 
useful  entomological  fauna. 

Industrial  Pharmacy 

M.  Manchec's  subject  was  "  The 
Pharmacist  in  Industry."  He  said  that 
it  was  in  industry  that  the  versatility 
of  pharmaceutical  studies  could  be  fully 
effective.  In  France,  strenuous  efforts 
had  been  made  to  give  protection  to 
the  degree  and  to  favour  the  employ- 
ment of  young  graduates  in  the  greatest 
possible  number  of  fields.  With  that  in 
mind,  and  also  in  order  to  protect  phar- 
maceutical interests,  special  legislation 
had  been  passed:  the  main  clauses 
were:— Any  firm  preparing  or  selling 
wholesale,  simple  drugs  or  chemical 
products  for  pharmaceutical  use,  must 
be  owned  by  a  pharmacist  of  French 
nationality;  it  might  belong  to  a  com- 
pany provided  that  the  following  posts 
were  held  by  pharmacists: — {a)  In 
joint-stock  companies,  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  directors  and  half  the 
members  plus  one  of  the  board;  (b)  in 
a  limited  liability  company  and  in  a 
limited  partnership,  all  the  managing 
partners;  (c)  in  the  other  forms  of  com- 
pany, all  the  associates.  The  establish- 
ment of  such  a  firm  was  subject  to  a 
licence  being  granted  by  the  Prefet  (the 
official  representative  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  county  towns).  For  the 
proper  control  of  the  manufacture,  con- 
ditioning and  distribution  of  medicine, 
firms  were  required  to  employ  a  num- 
ber of  pharmacists  commensurate  with 
the  importance  of  the  establishments 
and  the  nature  of  their  activities. 

Those  establishments  were  divided 
into  two  categories:  those  for  the 
manufacture  and  conditioning  of  drugs, 
the  distribution  of  which  might  also  be 
undertaken;  and  those  exclusively  for 
the  storage  and  distribution  of  condi- 
tioned products.  Those  in  the  first 
category  must  employ  one  pharmacist 
for  twenty  to  thirty-five  workmen  or 
employees,  and  one  additional  pharma- 
cist for  each  further  forty  workmen  or 
employees.  Those  in  the  second  cate- 
gory must  employ  one  pharmacist  for 
between  fifty  and  100  employees  or 
workmen,  and  one  additional  pharma- 
cist for  each  further  100  workmen  or 
employees. 

At  the  same  time  as  the  legislation 
was  passed,  the  schools  of  pharmacy 
modernised  their  teaching  by  reducing 
the  hours  devoted  to  certain  subjects 
such  as  botany  and  expanding  pharma- 
cological and  biological  studies.  Higher 
studies  certificates  were  instituted:  the 
Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  for  example, 
now  delivered  a  Certificate  of  Higher 
Chemical  and  Galenic  Pharmacotech- 
nics  and  a  Certificate  of  Higher  Phar- 
macodynamy  and  Biological  Experi- 
ments. One  additional  year  of  both 
practical  and  theoretical  studies  was 
needed  to  obtain  that  certificate;  only 
limited  numbers  of  students,  strictly 
selected,  were  admitted  to  the  courses. 
The  schools  of  pharmacy  had  also  in- 
cluded in  their  curriculum  some  com- 
plementary studies  intended  to  improve 


the  knowledge  of  pharmacists  and  stu- 
dents in  some  special  fields,  such  as 
toxicology  and  sanitary  industrial  tech- 
niques, and  industrial  pharmacy.  The 
course  in  industrial  pharmacy  organised 
in  Paris  by  the  Institute  of  Industrial 
Pharmacy  was  of  one  year's  duration 
and  only  holders  of  the  Pharmacist's 
Diploma  were  admitted. 

There  were  also  the  old-established 
degrees  of  Doctor  of  Pharmacy  and 
Doctor  of  Science,  given  for  effective 
research  work.  Genuine  research  work 
was  the  most  useful  discipline  for  a 
young  pharmacist  wishing  to  enter  in- 
dustry because  of  the  personal  effort 
implied  and  the  attending  development 
of  a  critical  mind. 

Necessary  Qualities 

The  pharmacist  in  industry  must  be 
an  orderly  and  disciplined  worker,  he 
must  have  the  ability  to  direct  staff 
and  to  assume  the  functions  of  an  ex- 
ecutive. He  could  choose  the  commer- 
cial side,  research,  or  production  work 
at  the  plant. 

In  the  sales  branch,  he  would  prob- 
ably start  as  a  medical  representative. 
He  would  be  initiated  into  the  commer- 
cial practices  of  the  company  and 
would  present  new  products  to  the  doc- 
tors. Later  he  would  be  offered  an 
assignment  abroad  or  the  position  of 
inspector  of  medical  representatives,  or 
even  the  directorship  of  a  sales  agency. 
Later  still  he  would  be  able  to  apply 
for  positions  at  executive  levels  of  com- 
mercial and  publicity  services,  and 
gradually  take  a  place  among  the  com- 
pany's chiefs  of  staff.  It  was  probably 
the  commercial  sphere  that  most  phar- 
macists employed  in  industry  preferred 
to  enter. 

In  research,  the  graduate's  role  in  in- 
dustry was  very  different.  If  he  wanted  to 
devote  himself  to  chemistry,  he  would 
join  a  laboratory  to  make  or  analyse 
new  products.  Starting  as  a  chemist,  he 
would  gradually  assume  the  functions 
of  head  of  laboratory,  director  of  re- 
search, etc.  Today  the  young  pharma- 
cologist who  was  interested  in  bacteri- 
ology could  become  a  specialist  in  that 
field  and  build  up  an  enviable  career. 

At  the  plant,  the  young  chemist's 
career  was  a  difficult  one,  particularly  at 
the  beginning.  He  must  be  at  work  each 
day  from  7.30  or  8  a.m.  until  about  6  p.m. 
when  the  plant  closed  down.  Generally 
the  young  pharmacist  would  be  able 
to  start  his  career  either  in  an  analyti- 
cal laboratory  attached  to  the  plant,  or 
directly  in  a  production  shop.  The 
analysis  laboratory  checked  all  raw 
materials  and  finished  products.  Where 
there  were  manifold  products,  the 
analysis  was  very  diversified  and  the 
young  chemist  would  have  to  become 
acquainted  with  all  physical,  chemical 
and  sometimes  bacteriological  methods 
of  control.  He  would  have  to  keep  him- 
self informed  of  the  research  work 
undertaken  in  laboratories  of  world- 
wide repute  by  studying  the  up-to-date 
scientific  publications.  In  the  work- 
shops, the  young  pharmacist's  func- 
tions were  very  different  from  those 
in  the  production  control  laboratory. 
His  task  was  more  often  that  of  a 
mechanic  than  that  of  a  chemist.  For 
instance,  he  must  be  fully  conversant 
with  the  handling  of  pharmaceutical 
machinery  and  must  know  how  to  steri- 


lise and  to  divide  aseptically  a  powder 
or  a  solution.  That  practical  knowledge 
must  be  acquired  on  the  spot  at  the 
plant.  The  functions  of  a  pharmacist 
at  the  head  of  a  workshop  led  him  to 
study  all  the  aspects  of  the  workers' 
lives:  costing  of  labour,  organisation 
of  work  and  even  the  family  life  of 
members  of  his  staff.  Questions  of 
costing  led  him  to  study  statistics, 
methods  of  supervision  and  labour  pro- 
ductivity. After  a  few  years,  the  young 
chemist  would  take  charge  of  a  branch, 
become  an  assistant-manager  and  then 
a  manager  of  a  plant. 

Sometimes,  after  a  period  of  work  at 
the  plant,  the  young  chemist  might  be 
called  to  the  head  office  to  be  attached 
to  one  of  the  managing  services.  He 
would  then  deal  with  purchases,  rela- 
tions with  suppliers  and  with  the  other 
services  of  the  company,  especially 
commercial,  publicity  and  scientific 
management.  His  role  would  be  admin- 
istrative, including  drafting  of  booklets, 
conditioning,  correction  of  printers' 
proofs,  or  estimating  the  use  of  raw 
materials  in  relation  to  market  possi- 
bilities, watching  prices  and  selecting 
the  best  conditions.  Sometimes  he 
would  have  to  study  estimates  for  the 
installation  of  new  machinery,  plans 
for  new  workshops,  etc.  He  might  also 
be  called  upon  to  travel  abroad  to 
finalise  production  processes  in  a  branch 
factory,  or  eventually  to  stay  for  a 
number  of  years  to  organise  or  direct 
the  operation  of  a  company  or  branch 
of  a  company  abroad. 

Importance  of  Keeping  Up-to-date 

It  was  important  for  a  chemist  em- 
ployed in  industry  to  keep  up-to-date 
with  the  evolution  of  pharmaceutics. 
In  many  laboratories,  50  per  cent,  of 
their  turnover  emanated  from  products 
that  were  unknown  fifteen  years  ago. 
Competition  was  strong,  and  if  labora- 
tories experienced  difficult  times,  that 
was  often  due  to  the  fact  that  the  man- 
agers had  not  followed  with  sufficient 
care  the  progress  made  by  competitors, 
nor  modified  in  good  time  the  commer- 
cial practices  relating  to  their  products. 
It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  read  pro- 
fessional and  scientific  publications, 
study  the  editorials,  and  also  all  pub- 
licity and  advertisements  of  new  pro- 
ducts together  with  the  form  of  its 
presentation. 

The  chemical  and  biological  studies 
of  the  pharmacist  enabled  him  to  enter 
any  branch  of  industry.  There  were 
pharmacists  employed  in  the  labora- 
tories of  metallurgical  firms,  in  the  food 
industry,  in  fat-processing  plants,  and 
some  of  them  even  in  textile  factories. 
There  were  many  in  the  Navy,  often 
attached  to  arsenals,  and  responsible 
for  the  chemical  analysis  of  supplies 
sent  there  by  private  firms  for  check- 
ing. Pharmacists  attached  to  the  Navy 
often  took  as  their  speciality  the 
analysis  of  metals  and  fuels. 

The  pharmacist  employed  in  industry 
must,  in  his  capacity  as  graduate  of  a 
School  of  Pharmacy,  be  registered  with 
the  National  Council  of  the  Order  of 
Pharmacists  in  Section  B;  if  he  owned 
an  enterprise  or  was  manager  or  part- 
ner of  one  in  Section  D  if  he  was  an 
employee.  Pharmacists  in  industry  must 
conform  to  the  rules  of  their  Order  in 
the  same  way  as  their  colleagues  in 
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other  branches  of  industry.  If  they  were 
salaried  workers  they  might  choose 
their  own  trade  union,  for  example, 
the  Syndicat  National  Autonome  des 
Cadres  Pharmaciens.  As  employees  be- 
longing to  that  framework,  they  bene- 
fited by  French  social  legislation;  pro- 
vision was  made  for  holidays,  family 
allowances,  housing  allowances,  etc. 
Generally  speaking,  salaries  paid  in  the 
French  pharmaceutical  industry  were 
comparable  with  and  often  better  than 


those  paid  in  other  industries  or  pro- 
fessions. Most  laboratories  were  located 
in  the  vicinity  of  large  towns,  particu- 
larly near  Paris  or  Lyons.  In  the 
French  Union,  where  metropolitan 
legislation  was  in  force,  there  were  few 
factories  for  pharmaceutical  products, 
but  more  often  trade  organisations 
similar  to  regional  agencies,  with  chem- 
ists as  managers. 

The  proportion  of  French  chemists 
employed  in  industry  was  approximately 


10  per  cent.  At  the  end  of  1952,  out 
of  a  total  of  17,600,  about  1,500  chem- 
istswere  employed  other  than  in  chem- 
ists' shops,  showing  that,  in  France, 
the  chemist's  shop  remained  the  most 
important  outlet  for  graduates  of 
schools  of  pharmacy.  Any  chemist  em- 
ployed in  industry  should  make  it  his 
main  duty  to  keep  in  touch  with  his 
colleagues  working  in  dispensaries  and 
to  blend  his  work  and  worries  with 
those  of  the  retail  chemist. 


THE  FILM  AS  AID  TO  HUMAN  RELATIONS 

Scientific  Film  Association's  conference 


AMID  the  quiet  beauty  of  Ashorne 
Hill,  a  few  miles  from  Leamington 
Spa,  the  industrial  committee  of  the 
Scientific  Film  Association  recently 
held  a  conference  on  "  The  Film  in 
the  Improvement  of  Human  Rela- 
tions." 

The  conference  was  attended  by 
over  one  hundred  delegates  from  many 
and  diverse  branches  of  industry;  a 
party  of  French  guests  lent  colour  and 
made  a  not  insignificant  cultural  con- 
tribution to  the  proceedings.  The  con- 
ference chairman  was  Mr.  George 
Pollock,  Q.C.  (director  of  the  British 
Employers'  Confederation)  which  was 
opened  by  Sir  Godfrey  Ince,  G.C.B., 
K.B.E.  (Permanent  Secretary  to  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Ser- 
vice). 

Sir  Godfrey  said  that,  in  the 
present  age,  when  there  was  still  a 
feeling  of  distrust  and  lack  of  confi- 
dence in  each  other  on  the  part  of 
both  workers  and  employers,  human 
relations  must  be  developed.  More 
attention  should  be  paid  to  the  human 
factor,  and  there  should  be  an  ex- 
change of  information  at  all  levels. 
That  was  where  the  film  could  play 
its  part.  The  total  working  population 
of  the  country  had  never  been  so  high, 
but  there  was  still  a  need  to  increase 
production,  and  both  employers  and 
employees  had  to  ask  themselves 
whether  they  had  the  right  attitude. 

The  Film  in  Training 

The  first  session  was  devoted  to 
films  used  "  as  an  introduction  to  the 
job,"  and  the  speakers  were  Mr.  M.  J. 
Swanney  (National  Coal  Board)  and 
Mr.  K.  M.  Jones  (Hoover,  Ltd.).  Mr. 
Swanney  gave  examples  of  films  used 
as  a  training  medium  within  his  own 
industry,  but  pointed  out  that  the  film 
did  not  replace  the  instructor:  it 
needed  to  be  integrated  with  his  other 
techniques.  Mr.  Jones  asserted  that, 
used  as  an  aid  to  instruction,  the  film 
often  usurped  the  instructor's  place. 
Efforts  to  develop  the  teaching  abilities 
of  training  staff  often  brought  far 
greater  returns  in  effective  teaching 
than  a  corresponding  expenditure  on 
aids  to  instruction.  There  was  room 
for  the  professional  film,  which  ex- 
pressed a  problem  in  clear  terms.  A 
film  could  show  to  the  worker  the 
right  and  wrong  way  of  doing  a  job, 
and  could  show  the  consequences  of 
failure. 

The  second  session  had  as  its  sub- 
ject "  Films  on  Human  Attitudes  to 
Work."  The  speakers  were  Dr.  J.  A.  C. 
Brown.  M.B.  (author  of  "  The  Social 
Psychology    of    Industry ")    and  Mr. 


C.  A.  Oakley  (University  of  Glasgow). 
Dr.  Brown  said  that  recent  research 
had  shown  the  worker's  attitude  to  his 
work,  management,  and  his  fellow 
workers,  to  be  more  important  than 
the  physical  conditions  of  the  job. 
Much  of  the  frustration  attributed  to 
mass  production  was  due  to  "  atomi- 
sation,"  which  made  it  difficult  for 
the  individual  to  understand  where  his 
actions  fitted  into  the  total  process. 
Such  a  state  of  affairs  could  be 
remedied  by  films,  which  dramatised 
the  problems  and  showed  the  whole 
picture.  Dr.  Brown  described  lecturing 
to  managers  or  supervisors  on  the 
principles  of  good  human  relations  as 
an  inadequate  method  of  training.  Mr. 
Oakley  made  the  point  that  most  of 
the  films  on  human  relations  were 
American.  There  was  a  need  for  Bri- 
tish films.  A  lively  discussion  fol- 
lowed, ranging  from  whether  house 
magazines  were  useless  to  the  place 
humour  should  occupy  in  the  indus- 
trial film.  The  conference  chairman 
asked  "  Has  anybody  evidence  that  any 
film  has  improved  human  relations?  " 
and  several  delegates  endeavoured  to 
give  answers  indicating  success  in  that 
direction. 

Film  as  a  Means  of  Communication 

The  second  day  opened  with  a  ses- 
sion on  the  film  as  a  means  of  com- 
munication within  industry,  and  the 
subject  proved  to  be  the  most  illumi- 
nating of  the  conference.  The  spea- 
kers were  Mr.  Cleghorn  Thompson 
(British  Electricity  Authority)  and  Dr. 
N.  W.  D.  Beese  (Billingham  Division, 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.). 
Mr.  Cleghorn  Thompson  divided  the 
film  into  the  three  groups:  films  used 
for  publicity  and  prestige;  those  made 
for  training  purposes;  and  those  de- 
signed to  promote  happiness  and 
morale.  The  speaker  emphasised  that 
the  film  must  have  good  technical 
quality,  but  deplored  the  use  of  pro- 
fessional commentators,  preferring  the 
use  of  people  who  could  be  identified 
with  the  job  shown  in  the  film.  He 
was  equally  emphatic  that  manufac- 
turers must  have  a  policy  as  to  where, 
how  and  when  films  of  communication 
were  to  be  used,  and  he  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  "  follow-up."  Dr. 
Beese  considered  that  it  was  a  great 
advantage  for  a  company  to  have  its 
own  film  unit.  Some  film  makers  were 
tempted  to  choose  inappropriate  sub- 
jects that  would  please  the  sponsor  but 
not  the  audience  for  whom  the  film 
was  intended.  There  was  also  a  danger 
that  a  film  would  be  labelled  as  pro- 
paganda by  the  workpeople  for  whom 


it  was  intended.  Dr.  Beese  demon- 
strated his  point  with  a  film  made 
within  his  own  organisation.  It  had 
met  with  a  good  reception,  he  said, 
both  from  the  management  and  from 
the  production  committee,  but  had  re- 
ceived a  solemn  and,  at  times,  hostile 
reception  from  "  the  pay  roll,"  prob- 
ably owing  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  subject  had  been  presented.  In 
spite  of  the  comparative  failure  of 
that  example,  Dr.  Beese  maintained 
that  films  could  be  used  for  reflecting 
the  spirit  of  an  organisation  and  for 
communication  between  one  group 
and  another.  In  discussion  at  the  ses- 
sion, points  emphasised  were  that  the 
film  should  not  talk  "  at "  the  audi- 
ence but  "  with "  it,  and  that  a  film 
could  not  do  the  whole  job  by  itself. 
The  question  was  also  put  whether  a 
professional  film  company  could  re- 
produce the  atmosphere  as  well  as  the 
company's  own  film  unit.  Much  un- 
resolved discussion  arose  as  to 
whether  the  film  should  be  shown  in 
the  time  of  the  management  or  in  the 
leisure  time  of  the  worker. 

The  final  session  had  for  its  subject 
"  Film  used  for  the  Training  of  Man- 
agement-worker Relations."  The  open- 
ing speaker,  Mr.  Frank  Scar- 
borough (Tube  Investments,  Ltd.) 
again  stressed  the  shortage  of  British 
films  on  the  subject.  He  showed  ex- 
cerpts from  two  American  films  on 
staff  relations,  and  asked  his  audience 
for  their  own  reactions  to  the  inci- 
dents depicted.  Mr.  Scarborough  advo- 
cated the  use  of  films  in  conjunction 
with  discussion  and  practical  demon- 
strations. The  second  speaker,  Mr. 
Norman  Rimmer  (British  Institute  of 
Management)  remarked  that  there  must 
be  sincerity  within  the  organisation  in 
which  films  were  shown  or  the  film 
would  but  exaggerate  a  tense  situa- 
tion. 

Summing  Up 

The  conference  was  brought  to  a 
close  with  a  masterly  summing  up  by 
Mr.  B.  Ungerson  (Ann  Shaw  Organi- 
sation) who  suggested  that  the  Asso- 
ciation might  well  institute  research 
into  what  the  film  had  already  done  to 
improve  human  relations  in  industry. 
The  question  of  joint  sponsorship  of 
films  was  also  important  if  the  smaller 
firms  were  to  be  able  to  make  films 
themselves  to  be  used  within  their  own 
industries. 

Two  film  sessions  were  held  during 
the  conference  at  which  films  and  film 
strips  were  shown  from  various  coun- 
tries and  about  many  aspects  of  the 
subject  of  the  conference.

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PARIS  BIENNIAL  PHOTO  AND  CINE  EXHIBITION 

Schemes  to  capture  the  interest  of  young  photographers 


IT  became  obvious  from  the  time  pre- 
liminary details  began  to  arrive,  and 
long  before  the  biennial  photo  and 
cine  exhibition  opened  in  Paris,  France, 
that  its  primary  intention  was  to  focus 
as  much  attention  as  possible  on  photo-

graphy  and  cinematography  as  a 
whole.  It  was  to  be  no  mere  commer- 
cial and  isolated  affair,  but  a  real  at- 
tempt to  put  some  punch  into  effective 
publicity  for  commerce,  art  and  science 
alike.  Admittedly  the  exhibition  space 
was  smaller  than  Photokina — about 
100,000  sq.  ft.  only— but,  with  over  340 
stands  and  many  different  countries  re- 
presented, it  was  bigger  than  the  Lon- 
don Photo  Fair  which  immediately  fol- 
lowed it.  Facile  comparisons  are  by 
no  means  the  end  of  the  story. 
Directly  associated  with  the  Paris  show 
were  both  a  large  exhibition  of  pic- 
torial photography  from  many  nations, 
and  displays  in  six  major  national 
museums  in  the  city,  including  the 
Louvre,  Natural  History  Museum, 
Palais  de  la  Dccouverte  (c.f.  the  Science 
Museum  and  others.  Under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  United  Nations  Educational, 
Scientific  and  Cultural  Organisation, 
there  was  an  international  gathering  to 
discuss  the  importance,  in  broad 
terms,  of  film  in  daily  life.  It  was  held 
during  the  second  week  of  the  exhibi- 
tion. During  the  first  week-end  there 
was  held  the  mid-year  meeting  of  the 
research  film  section  of  the  Interna- 
tional Scientific  Film  Association,  at 
which,  again,  many  different  nations 
and  national  organisations  were  repre- 
sented. The  Royal  Photographic  Soci- 
ety was  represented  both  directly  and 
by  a  collection  of  pictorial  photo- 
graphy in  two  of  those  events.  Dr.

dealer,  an  identity  card  with  one  star. 
Success  in  a  further  competition  for 
the  taking  of  photographs  on  set  sub- 
jects brings  a  new  identity  card,  this 
time  printed  in  yellow  colour  instead  of 
grey,  and  carrying  two  stars.  His 
name  and  address,  recorded  by  the 
dealer,  provide  with  others  an  ex- 
tremely effective  mailing-list.  At  the 
exhibition  itself  all  that  information 
was  available,  and,  in  addition,  visitors 
to  the  stand  of  the  National  Council 
for  Photography  could  borrow 
cameras,  film,  and  flash  equipment 
free.  On  returning  to  the  stand  they 
were  able  to  have  the  films  developed 
and  printed  without  charge.  Equip- 
ment and  materials  were  provided  by 
co-operating  manufacturers.  To  excite 
still  further  interest  there  was  a  com- 
plete professional  developing  and 
printing  layout  in  actual  operation  in 
a  corridor  behind  the  main  pictorial 
display.  The  passage-way  for  the  pub- 
lic was  slightly  raised  and  dimly  lit, 
so  that  persons  going  by  the  various 
"  rooms "  could  see,  through  glazed 
walls,  what  happened  to  their  films 
after  they  had  been  handed  in  at  the 
receiving  end.  The  younger  visitors 
could  obtain,  at  the  main  stand,  a 
printed  cut-out  card,  16  x  10  in.,  in 
three  colours,  from  which  a  model 
camera  and  flash-gun  could  be  made. 
Slots  and  tabs  avoided  the  need  for 
paste  or  glue.  For  the  youngest  visi- 
tors of  all  there  was,  on  one  of  the 
galleries,  a  day  nursery  manned  by  the 
Red  Cross.  There,  fathers  and  mothers 
could  leave  their  little  children  while 
they  themselves  toured  the  exhibition 
in  comfort.  Though  the  last-mentioned 
provision  does  not  come,  perhaps, 
under  the  direct  heading  of  publicity, 
it  gives  an  indication  of  the  determined 
effort  made  by  the  organisers  to  ensure 
that  everyone  should  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  the  exhibition!

in  the  optical  field,  principally  in  cine 
lenses.  The  S.O.M.-Berthiot  company 
showed  their  latest  variable-focal- 
length  lens  which  has  a  built-in  reflex 
finding  device.  With  a  maximum  aper- 
ture of  f/2-4,  one  version  of  the  lens

can  have  its  focal-length  varied 
from  175  mm.  to  70  mm.,  and 
the  other  from  25  mm.  to  100  mm. 
(i.e.,  a  ratio  of  1:4  in  each).  The 
second  model  is  suitable  for  television 
cameras  as  well  as  both  95-mm.  and 
16-mm.  cine-cameras.  The  same  com- 
pany have  developed  a  10-mm.  wide- 
angle  lens  (62°  field),  aperture  f/1'9, 
for  wide-screen  working  on  16-mm. 
film.  Pierre  Angenieux  has  produced 
commercially  a  25-mm.  lens  (the  type 
Ml)  with  the  enormous  aperture  of 
f/0'95.  Using  the  reversed-telephoto 
system  called  by  that  company  Retro- 
focus  there  have  been  marketed  an 
f/l-8  lens,  focal-length  10  mm.,  for 
16-mm.  cine,  and  an  f/T8  lens,  focal- 
length  6  5  mm.,  for  8-mm.  cine. 

Stereo,  whether  in  still  or  cine  ver- 
sions, does  not  seem  to  have  progressed 
greatly,  but  "  wide-screen  "  systems  ap- 
pear to  bo  in  vogue.  The  Pathe  Dup-

lex  system  has  appeared  almost  simul- 
taneously in  England  and  in  France.  In 
France  another  company,  Dimaphot. 
uses  a  special  16-mm.  cine-camera 
lying  on  its  side,  while  yet  another 
concern,  Emel,  uses  what  is  at  first 
sight  a  conventional  camera,  but  whose 
film-stock  is  double-8-mm.,  running 
vertically  with  the  normal  8-mm.  pitch 
and  frame  height.  The  image  extends 
across  the  full  width  of  the  film  which 
is  not  slit  down  the  centre  after  pro- 
cessing: the  standard  25-ft.  spool  of 
double-run  8-mm.  gives,  therefore, 
about  two  minutes'  running  time.  It 
is  known  as  the  Panascope,  and  the 
wide-angle  S.O.M.-Berthiot  10-mm. 
lens  (already  described)  is  fitted  to  the 
camera.  8-mm.  film  particularly  seems 
to  have  received  a  lot  of  attention,  and 
the  British  G.B.  Bell  &  Howell  model 
624  camera  and  matching  625  Projec- 
tor stood  out  well  in  comparison  with 
all  others.  The  Ercsam  company, 
Paris,  have  produced  what  is  under- 
stood to  be  the  first  double-run  8-mm. 
cine-camera  with  a  built-in  reflex  view- 
finding  system,  as  well  as  another  solu- 


THE  F.  J.  Stokes  Machine  Co.,  Inc.. 
U.S.A.,  has  developed  a  press  for  mak- 
ing multi-layer  pharmaceutical  tab- 
lets. The  new  press  enables  two  or 
more  materials  not  chemically  com- 
patible (e.g.,  multiple  vitamin  com- 
plexes or  effervescent  combinations)  to 
be  combined  in  a  single  tablet  (where 
necessary,  a  thin  barrier  layer  of  a 
neutral  material  can  be  interposed  be- 
tween them);  and  makes  possible  a 
two-stage  medication,  with  a .  slower 
disintegration  of  the  second  stage  (for 
a  delayed  reaction  effect).

No  decrease  in  the  rate  of 
production  of  the  press  is  required  by 
reason  of  the  multi-layer  filling  opera- 
tions. 


tion  to  the  variable-focal-length  pro- 
blem. They  employ  an  afocal  optical 
unit  which  attaches  in  front  of  any 
normal  8-  to  16-mm.  cine  lens.

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  organisers' 
plans  for  alternating  the  exhibition 
with  the  Cologne  Photokina  will  be 
successful,  for  it  is  obviously  going  to 
become  in  its  new  form  one  of  the  two 
most  important  international  photo- 
graphic and  cinematographic  fairs  on 
the  European  continent. 


In  essence,  the  new  press  is  a  modi- 
fication of  a  standard  Stokes  16-sta- 
tion  rotary  tableting  press,  with  the 
addition  of  one  or  more  extra  hoppers 
and  feed  frames,  and  a  corresponding 
number  of  weight-adjusting  and  fill- 
ing cams.  Only  one  compaction  per 
tablet  is  used.  The  die  is  filled,  in 
turn,  with  the  two  or  more  materials 
to  be  combined,  and  the  piece  is  then 
compressed.  The  new  multi-layer  fea- 
ture is  adapted  to  a  number  of  the 
company's  rotary  presses.  With  the 
modified  B2  model,  multi-layer  tablets 
up  to  |  in.  in  diameter  and  a  maxi- 
mum depth  of  fill  of  \\  in.  can  be 
made,  with  a  maximum  pressure  of  4 
tons.  Output  is  from  350  to  650  tab- 
lets per  minute,  depending  on  the 
materials  being  compacted. 

When  the  multi-layer  feature  is  in 
use,  somewhat  closer  supervision  is 
recommended  to  obtain  the  best 
operating  results.

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"Candy  Medication"  and  Child  Deaths 

In  a  recent  report  to  the  council  on  pharmacy  and 
chemistry  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  the 
Association's  committee  on  toxicology  evaluates  avail- 
able information  on  the  nature  of  "  candy  medication  " 
[drugs  compounded  in  flavoured  form  for  children]  and 
its  influence  on  the  incidence  of  poisoning  on  children. 
In  the  United  States,  children's  death  rates  from  inges- 
tion of  poisons  are  stated  to  be  four  times  higher  than 
in  England,  despite  the  fact  that  overall  death  rates 
for  the  two  countries  are  generally  comparable  in  most 
years. 

Although  in  Britain  the  problem  of  the  attractiveness 
to  children  of  coloured  tablets  is  recognised,  "  candy 
medication  "  has  scarcely  yet  made  its  appearance.  But 
to  be  forewarned  is  to  be  forearmed,  and  the  extracts 
given  from  the  American  report  (p.  633)  are  worthy 
of  study. 

Rateable  Value  and  Loss  of  Amenity 

When  a  new  circumstance  lessens  the  amenities  of  a 
property  in  the  view  of  the  owner,  has  he  any  oppor- 
tunity of  securing  a  rating  assessment.  The  problem 
arises  more  commonly  with  private  residences  but  may 
affect  business  premises  in  exceptional  circumstances. 

A  recent  example  concerned  a  private  house  near  to 
which  a  caravan  had  been  set  up.  The  occupier  of  the 
house  felt  that  he  had  grounds  for  a  reduction  in  his 
assessment,  in  that  he  suffered  loss  of  amenity.  The 
particular  circumstances  were  that  the  caravan  had 
been  set  up  in  a  field  overlooking  the  back  garden. 
The  local  authority  had  taken  proceedings  against  the 
caravanner  and  had  secured  a  fine  but  not  an  order 
of  eviction. 

In  considering  whether  loss  of  amenity  warrants  a 
reduction  in  rateable  value,  the  statutory  definition  of 
gross  value  for  rating  purposes  must  be  studied.  It 
states : — 

"  Gross  value  means  the  rent  at  which  a  hereditament 
[rateable  property]  might  reasonably  be  expected  to  let  from 
year  to  year  if  the  tenant  undertook  to  pay  all  the  usual 
tenant  s  rates  and  taxes  and  if  the  landlord  undertook  to 
bear  the  cost  of  the  repairs  and  insurance  and  other 
expenses,  if  any,  necessary  to  maintain  the  hereditament  in  a 
state  to  command  that  rent." 

After  deducting  from  that  value  the  sum  set  down 
by  statute  as  representing  repairs,  the  resultant  figure 
is  the  rateable  value,  upon  which  the  ratepayer  pays 
rates  at  so  much  in  the  £.  It  is  a  reasonable  argument, 
therefore,  that,  if  the  reader's  property  were  to  let,  the  loss 
of  amenity  brought  about  by  the  presence  of  the  cara- 


van (so  undesirable  that  the  local  authority  had  endea- 
voured to  oust  it)  would  be  such  that  a  prospective 
tenant  would  not  be  inclined  to  pay  as  much  rent  as  if 
the  caravan  were  not  there.  The  rent  "  which  might 
reasonably  be  expected  "  would  in  other  words  be  less. 

The  amenities  of  the  surroundings  are  taken  into 
account  when  the  rateable  value  of  a  property  is  deter- 
mined, and  an  allowance  should  by  the  same  token  be 
made  where  subsequently  those  amenities  are  rendered 
less  good  than  those  of  comparable  properties  in  a 
locality  of  the  same  class. 

In  the  hypothetical  circumstances  in  which  the  occu- 
pier of  business  premises  has  had  his  amenities  lessened 
by  the  opening  of,  say,  an  "  unsuitable  "  business  nearby, 
the  same  argument  could  be  put  forward,  though  only 
in  respect  of  a  trade  being  an  "  offensive  "  trade  and 
carried  on  by  permission  of  the  local  authority.  Trad- 
ing of  the  same  kind  as  the  complainant's,  being  com- 
petitive, would  not  provide  grounds  for  a  plea  of  loss 
of  amenity. 

Trade  Mark  Error  not  an  Infringement 

The  question  whether  publication  of  an  erroneous  state- 
ment as  to  the  proprietorship  of  a  trade  mark  consti- 
tuted an  infringement  of  a  trade  mark  was  recently 
before  the  courts.  The  plaintiffs  were  the  registered 
proprietors  of  the  mark  and  the  defendants  the  pub- 
lishers of  a  directory  of  trade  marks.  In  error,  the 
defendants  inserted  in  the  directory  the  name  of  another 
company  as  being  the  owners  of  a  particular  trade 
mark. 

The  right  conferred  by  registration  of  a  trade  mark 
in  part  A  of  the  register  is  the  proprietor's  exclusive 
right  to  use  the  mark  in  respect  of  particular  goods. 
The  right  is  regarded  as  being  infringed  if  another  per- 
son in  the  course  of  trade  uses  the  mark  (or  a  mark 
identical  with  it  or  so  nearly  resembling  it  as  to  be  likely 
to  deceive  or  cause  confusion)  in  relation  to  the  goods 
in  respect  of  which  the  trade  mark  is  registered.  In 
other  words,  to  constitute  an  infringement  there  must 
be  not  simply  a  use  but  a  use  in  the  course  of  trade. 
The  court  ruled  that  statement  in  error  in  a  publication 
that  a  person,  other  than  the  true  owner,  was  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  registered  trade  mark  did  not  constitute 
a  "  use  "  of  the  trade  mark.  There  was  no  application 
of  the  trade  mark  to  goods,  as  he  was  not  dealing  in 
goods  at  all.  In  such  circumstances  there  could  not  be 
any  use  of  the  trade  mark  "  in  the  course  of  trade."' 
The  person  making  the  misstatement  was  not  even 
carrying  on  a  trade  in  that  class  of  goods,  his  trade 
being  that  of  a  publisher. 

Were  a  person  dealing  in  the  class  of  goods  in  respect 
of  which  the  trade  mark  was  registered  to  authorise 
the  publication  of  a  misstatement  to  the  effect  that  he 
was  the  proprietor  of  the  trade  mark,  then  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  he  would  be  guilty  of  an  infringe- 
ment and  it  would  make  no  difference  that  he  did  not 
happen  to  be  trading  himself  in  the  goods  to  which 
the  trade  mark  was  applied.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

From  time  to  time  we  discover  a  new  and  unsuspected 
facet  of  the  interests  and  activities  of  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  We  knew  that  many  pharmacists 
were  chess  enthusiasts,  but  it  came  as  a  surprise  that  there 
was  in  existence  a  British  Pharmaceutical  Correspondence 
Chess  League — strong  enough,  too,  to  support  a  quarterly 
bulletin.  The  Spring  issue  refers  to  "  slow  but  sturdy " 
growth  in  membership,  and  expresses  the  confidence  that 
eventually  the  League  will  be  "  an  organisation  of  import- 
ance in  the  worlds  of  both  chess  and  pharmacy."  Two 
teams,  each  of  ten  players,  have  been  entered  in  the  Postal 
Chess  League.  On  board  1  of  the  first  team  is  G.  Wood, 
Blackheath,  winner  of  the  British  Correspondence  Chess 
Championship,  and  as  the  remainder  of  the  players  have 
addresses  in  the  London  area,  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,  the 
Isle  of  Man  and  Ireland,  it  is  clear  that  the  support  is 
widespread  as  well  as  powerful.  The  League  has  set  itself 
the  goal  of  enrolling  every  chess-playing  pharmacist  into 
its  ranks.

"  It  does  not  matter  that  originally  you  trained  as  a  secre- 
tary, nurse,  doctor,  or,  to  cite  my  own  profession,  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist.  Once  you  become  head  of  a  depart- 
ment your  professional  skill  always  plays  second  fiddle  to 
your  administrative  ability."  So  wrote  Mr.  C.  H.  Blenkiron 
(group  pharmacist,  Wigan  and  Leigh  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee)  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Hospital  and 
Social  Service  Journal,  a  magazine  for  hospital  administra- 
tors. "  I  realised  this  soon  after  I  took  over  my  first  post 
as  a  chief  pharmacist.  We  ran  out  of  calamine  lotion.  When 
I  remembered  that  there  was  a  clinic  for  skin  diseases 
which  commenced  at  9  o'clock  the  following  morning  a 
new  administrator  was  born.  I  had  learned  my  first  lesson: 
always  keep  an  eye  on  things  yourself,  don't  rely  entirely 
on  somebody  else.  I  learned  the  hard  way."  An  essential 
for  the  administration  of  a  hospital  pharmacy  department, 
said  Mr.  Blenkiron  also,  was  an  up-to-date  reference  library, 
comprising  textbooks,  articles  from  periodicals,  and  leaf- 
lets on  individual  manufactured  products.  With  those,  and 
a  good  memory,  answers  could  be  found  to  innumerable 
questions  about  drugs  and  dosage,  toxic  effects,  poisons 
and  their  antidotes,  and  last  ("  but  not  least "),  how  to 
remove  stains  from  (a)  clothes,  (b)  skin,  and  (c)  furniture.

In  the  spacious  and  handsome  grounds  of  Myddelton

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
NORTHERN  IRELAND 

Monthly  meeting  of  Council 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  held  in  Belfast  recently,  the  president 
(Mr.  W.  P.  Ewart)  was  welcomed  after  a  three-month  South 
African  health  vacation.  Mr.  W.  Tate  expressed  the  hope 
that  Mr.  Ewart's  health  had  benefited.  The  President 
thanked  Mr.  H.  P.  Crossin  (vice-president  of  the  Society) 
who  had  deputised  for  him. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  wrote  that 
only  certain  of  the  pharmaceutical  authorities  could  agree 
to  the  proposal  that  future  reciprocal  registration  should 
be  applicable  only  when  the  study  course  consisted  of 
three  years'  full-time  training  in  an  approved  institution 
in  addition  to  a  period  of  practical  training.  The  Council 
had  therefore  decided  to  re-examine  the  whole  question  of 
reciprocal  recognition  in  five  years,  by  which  time  it  was 
hoped  that  sufficient  progress  would  have  been  made  to 
enable  agreement  to  be  reached  on  a  new  minimum  basis. 
Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble  said  that  it  was  thought  that  the  new 
legislation  proposed  for  Northern  Ireland  would  cover 
the  needs  which  might  be  required  at  the  end  of  five  years. 
He  thought  that  the  Council  should  get  down  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  as  soon  as  possible  as  it  would  be 
too  late  for  the  Council  to  start  looking  for  legislation  at 
the  end  of  the  period  if  they  found  that  it  was  needed. 
Mr.  W.  Gorman  (secretary)  said  that  the  Council  in  making 
its  educational  regulations  should  follow  those  of  Great 
Britain  and  it  would  have  to  consult  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  on  the  whole  question  of  the 
syllabus.  Trouble  seemed  to  lie  in  the  first  schedule  of 
the  Medicines,  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  (N.I.),  1945, 
which  specified  subjects  to  be  taken  in  order  to  pass  the 
examination.  It  should  be  taken  out  of  the  Act  and  the 
matter  should  be  left  to  be  dealt  with  by  regulation. 

The  secretary  reported  that  he  had  received  a  letter 
from  the  secretary  to  the  History  of  Pharmacy  Committee 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  asking  if 
a  similar  committee  had  been  formed  in  Northern  Ireland 
and  if  it  was.  possible  to  exchange  information  or  to  for- 
ward the  names  of  individuals  interested  in  the  history 
of  pharmacy.  The  Council  approved  the  action  of  the 
secretary  in  forwarding  the  names  of  Mr.  J.  McGregor 
and  Mr.  F.  Storey. 

A  letter  was  tabled  from  the  International  Pharmaceu- 
tical Federation  with  reference  to  the  assembly  being  held 
in  London  in  September  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  presi- 
dent should  represent  the  Council  at  that  meeting. 

The  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  informed  the  Council  that 
it  was  hoped  to  introduce  a  Bill  in  the  autumn  which  would 
make  certain  amendments  to  the  Medicines,  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act  (N.I.),  1945,  and  set  up  a  poisons  board. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Education  Committee, 
the  Council  granted  certificates  of  apprenticeship  to  Miss 
Teresa  Conway  and  Mr.  Brendan  Joseph  McGrath. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  that 
the  retention  fee  for  members  and  associates  be  increased 
from  £1  Is.  to  £2  per  annum.   The  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  S.  Campbell  reported  that  Londonderry  chemists 
had  agreed  that  the  Council  should  visit  the  city  on  June  30.

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SAFEGUARDING  BUSINESSES  TO 
PRIVATE  PHARMACY 


A  plea  for  twofold  action 

By  W.  J.  Appleby,  M.P.S. 


HOW  many  of  us  realise  that  within  the  next  few 
years  pharmacy  is  going  to  be  faced  with  a  serious 
problem:  finding  qualified  personnel  for  manager- 
ship and  succession? 

The  reasons  many  give  against  accepting  apprentices  are 
well  known :  "  We  are  too  busy,"  or  "  we  shall  be  flooding 
the  labour  market  and  thereby  encouraging  the  opening  of 
more  pharmacies."  Let  us  examine  the  first  objection.  We 
are  certainly  busy,  yet  we  find  time  to  train  unqualified 
assistants  for  the  counter.  They  don't  train  themselves. 
Would  it  take  much  more  time  to  supervise  the  training 
of  an  apprentice? 

In  the  period  immediately  following  the  1914-18  war, 
the  number  of  persons  qualifying  as  chemists  and  druggists 
was  greater  than  at  any  time  during  the  history  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  resulted  in  the  labour  market 
being  flooded.  That  did  not  happen  after  the  1939-45  war. 
Indeed,  it  is  almost  impossible,  at  the  present  time,  to  obtain 
a  locum  to  take  charge  during  holidays  or  illness. 

Now  those  who  qualified  during  the  period  immediately 
after  the  first  world  war  are  approaching  the  end  of 
the  normally  accepted  span  of  active  life,  and  will  in  the 
next  few  years  be  contemplating  retirement,  voluntarily  or 
compulsorily.  The  rule  of  nature — that,  in  order  to  survive, 
we  must  reproduce  ourselves — applies  equally  well  in  phar- 
macy. Especially  does  it  apply  to  private  retail  pharmacy. 
In  view  of  what  has  just  been  said  about  the  two  wars  and 
their  very  different  effects  on  the  pharmaceutical  register, 
it  follows  that  if  private  retail  pharmacy  is  to  survive,  it 
must  take  active  steps  immediately  to  reproduce  itself — in 
other  words  to  train  apprentices  for  succession. 

A  Reality  to  Face 

If  we  are  realists  we  will  face  up  to  that  situation.  Those 
who  are  likely  to  be  contemplating  retirement  in  the  next 
few  years  should  ask  themselves  whom  they  expect  to 
purchase  their  business?  Perhaps  the  business  is  so  situated 
as  to  warrant  the  attention  of  the  local  co-operative  society 
or  one  of  the  large  multiples.  The  latter  must  be  aware  of 
the  opportunity  that  lies  ahead  for  them.  They  are  training 
apprentices.  They  are  taking  active  steps  to  survive.  They 
will  be  able  to  select  what  they  consider  to  be  the  best  busi- 
nesses, and  will  have  the  necessary  qualified  personnel, 
ready  to  take  them  over  as  managers. 

We  all  know  that  the  training  of  apprentices  takes  time 
and  a  lot  of  patience,  and  time,  in  many  pharmacies,  is  at 
present  at  a  premium.  But  that  is  no  excuse  for  not  making 
efforts  to  provide  for  the  future,  by  selecting  suitable  men 
and  women  to  be  trained  for  managership  or  succession.  We 
do  not  want  a  host  of  new  businesses,  but  we  shall  want 
pharmacists  available  to  accept  partnership  or  ownership  of 
existing  businesses  when  they  come  on  the  market. 

Some  of  the  multiple  firms  have  departments  set  aside 
to  guide  and  supervise  the  training  and  welfare  of  their 
apprentices,  a  service  that  does  not  appear  to  be  available 
to  private  retail  pharmacy.  I  am  sure  there  are  many  phar- 
macists who  would  be  willing  to  take  apprentices  if  some 
such  organisation  existed. 

Many  able  and  capable  pharmacists  will  continue,  as  now, 
to  be  unable  to  find  the  capital  necessary  for  the  acquisition 
of  existing  businesses.  Let  us,'  therefore,  make  sure  that 
when  the  qualified  personnel  is  available  ample  funds  are 
also  available  on  long-term  loans,  to  help  them  over  the 
difficulty.  Your  own  business  will  have  little  goodwill  value 


unless  there  is  someone  qualified  and  able  to  take  it  over 
when  the  time  comes. 

Mention  has  been  made,  recently,  of  a  memorial  to  the 
late  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson.  I  can  think  of  no  more  fitting 
testimony  to  his  memory — nor  one  that  would  have  appealed 
to  him  more,  than  a  scheme  whose  purpose  was  the 
guidance  and  welfare  of  future  proprietor  pharmacists  and 
the  safeguarding  of  existing  businesses  to  private  pharmacy. 

Is  it  too  much  to  ask  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  should  collaborate  to 
produce  a  scheme  that  would  both  provide  for  the  training 
of  apprentices  and  afford  them  the  opportunity  of  receiving 
instruction  in  such  important  subjects  as  business  methods; 
book-keeping,  and  elementary  economics,  so  as  to  fit  them 
for  succession  within  the  ranks  of  private  retail  pharmacy?

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SHOPFITTINC 
PROBLEM? 


WRITE  TO 
JAMES  GRIMM 

We  enclose  rough  layout  plan  and  photographs  of  our 
branch  in  a  seaside  town,  where  the  business  is  mainly 
seasonal.  You  will  notice  that  space  is  severely  limited, 
and  unfortunately  we  are  precluded  from  extensions 
except  that,  at  a  future  date,  we  hope  to  remove  the 
wall  between  shop  and  dispensary  to  allow  more  custo- 
mer space,  as  the  size  of  the  dispensary  is  out  of  all 
proportion  to  that  of  the  shop.  Our  immediate  prob- 
lem is  the  area  facing  the  door  which  is  fitted  in  a 
rather  make-shift  way  not  in  keeping  with  the  rest  of 
the  shop.  As  it  faces  customers  immediately  on  enter- 
ing we  think  it  should  be  given  special  treatment.  The 
counter,  too,  is  very  long,  and  could  be  cut  or  reduced 
in  size.  We  would  welcome  any  suggestions  you  care 
to  make  about  alterations  to  it  or,  for  that  matter,  to 
the  layout  of  the  shop  generally. 


The  shape  and  size  of  the  premises  usually  dictate,  up  to 
a  point,  the  layout  of  the  interior  fittings.  Where  the 
premises  are  spacious,  greater  scope  is  available  to  the 
shopfitter,  but  the  smaller  the  premises  the  more  restricted 
the  layout.  Your  own  shop  is  just  over  9  ft.  across  and 
the  shop  long  in  proportion  to  it.  In  my  opinion  you 
have  done  the  best  with  the  space  available.  Obviously 
your  counter  had  to  face  the  door.  While  it  would  be 
possible  to  alter  the  interior  and  make  it  more  interesting, 
that  would  necessitate  a  new  shopfront  with  the  entrance 
differently  placed.  Your  immediate  concern,  however,  is 
with  the  corner  at  the  entrance  way,  and  for  the  time  being 
I  have  confined  my  suggestions  to  that  area.  The  two  plans 
shown  give  alternative  methods  of  treatment.  One  shows 
a  corner  display  case  with  a  splayed  face.  The  case  would 
correspond  in  height  with  the  adjoining  fittings,  the  height 
being  divided  into  two,  with  a  hinged  door  top  and  bottom 
for  access.  Both  the  upper  and  lower  showcases  would 
be  fitted  with  plate-glass  shelves  and,  if  it  is  possible  to 
arrange  it  conveniently,  would  preferably  be  illuminated. 
A  brightly  lit  case  at  the  entrance  of  the  shop  is  a  good 
feature.  It  would  also  attract  through  the  door  itself,  act- 
ing as  an  internal  window. 

The  second  drawing  shows  a  quarter-circle  corner  unit. 
At  a  height  of  3  ft.  three  shallow  bins  and  a  shelf  would 
be  formed.  Above  that  would  be  a  number  of  shelves 
decreasing  in  size.    Below  the  counter  shelf  would  be  a 


single,  central  fixed  shelf  and  a  bottom  pot  board.  The  fitting 
could  be  used  to  sell  a  number  of  small  special  lines.  On 
the  ceiling  directly  above  it,  should  be  fixed  a  spot  light, 
so  that  the  display  is  well  illuminated.  Neither  of  the 
fittings  is  standard  and  either  would  have  to  be  purpose- 
made,  but  where  one  has  an  awkward  corner  to  deal  with 
special  fittings  are  usually  the  only  adequate  answer.  You 
state  that  at  a  future  date  the  dividing  wall  between  the  dis- 
pensary and  the  shop  might  be  removed,  and  that  the  shop 
would  then  be  replanned.  If  at  that  time  I  can  assist  you 
further  I  should  be  pleased  to  do  so. 

Can  you  give  me  some  idea  where  to  obtain  facia 
letters?  1  would  like  to  obtain  quotations  and  prices. 
The  facia  is  of  soft  wood,  but  is  sheltered  a  little 
from  the  weather  by  the  overhanging  tiles. 
It  is  recommended  that  both  tiles  and  stone  stallriser  be 
left  as  they  are.  The  whole  of  the  shopfront  construction, 
inclusive  of  the  narrow  facia,  is  of  timber  and,  to  judge 
from  the  snapshot  sent,  it  is  painted  some  dark  colour, 
possibly  dark  brown  or  black.  As  you  wish  to  brighten 
up  the  front  without  losing  the  general  appearance  of 
dignity,  colour  scheme  and  facia  treatment  suggested  are 
that  the  facia  should  be  painted  a  pastel  blue  and  the 
mounted  cast-bronze  letters  be  treated  with  gold  leaf.  The 
letters  should  be  fixed  tight  to  the  facia,  so  that  over- 
hanging tiles  throw  the  weather  clear  of  the  letters.  The 
facia  would  appear  to  be  about  8  in.  wide  in  the  photo- 


graph, and  the  letters  should  be  2  in.  less  in  height  than 
the  facia  width.  The  remainder  of  the  shopfront,  with  the 
exception  of  the  entrance  door  (namely  the  pilasters,  frieze 
bars,  transome  rail,  stiles  and  sill),  should  be  painted  a 
navy  blue.  The  entrance  door  should  repeat  the  pastel  blue 
of  the  facia,  and  the  lettering  panel  on  the  door  could  be 
sign-written  in  gold  with  a  black  outline  to  the  letters.

London,  June  8:  Despite  the  difficulties  encountered  through  the  strike 
of  railway  footplate  men,  production  and  sales  of  Pharmaceutical  and 
Fine  Chemicals  have  so  far  been  hardly  affected.  Most  manufacturers 
obtain  their  raw  materials  by  road  and  in  the  distribution  of  their  finished 
products  they  are  largely  independent  of  the  railways.  Solid  fuel,  however, 
will  be  a  restricting  factor  should  the  strike  drag  on  for  several  weeks.  The 
reference  to  unaffected  sales  applies  only  in  the  domestic  market;  export  sales 
are  virtually  at  a  standstill  through  the  strike  of  stevedores  now  in  its  third 
week  at  five  of  the  English  ports.  Exporters  point  out  that  letters  of  credit 
are  expiring  and  are  not  likely  to  be  renewed. 

Orders    for    Crude    Drugs  and 


Essential  Oils  were  again  restricted 
to  spot  supplies  and  were  on  a  hand- 
to-mouth  basis  only.  Because  of  the 
limited  call  for  those  commodities, 
spot  prices  remained  fairly  stable  bear- 
ing in  mind  the  uncertainty  of  future 
replacements.  Aloes  continued  very 
firm  with  prime  Cape  for  shipment  at 
295s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.;  Curacao  was  not 
offering.  Cascara  sagrada  was  still 
available  on  the  spot  at  the  previous 
level  although  the  indications  from 
origin  are  that  the  new  peel  will  be 
dearer  owing  to  a  late  start  in  the  col- 
lection; furthermore  there  is  no  likeli- 
hood of  a  repetition  of  last  year's  cir- 
cumstances when  a  strike  of  lumber- 
men brought  in  extra  supplies  of  bark. 
Speculative  offers  of  Senega  for  ship- 
ment were  received  at  18s.  per  lb., 
c.i.f.,  for  July-August  delivery.  There 
were  no  shipment  offers  of  Nicar- 
aguan  or  Costa  Rican  Ipecacuanha. 
Supplies  of  Buchu  at  origin  appear  to 
have  been  all  taken  up. 

Offers  of  Karaya  were  lower  for  both 
grades  of  the  gum  but  Acacia  held 
firm  at  origin  and  on  the  spot. 

In  the  essential  oils  market,  Chinese 
Anise  was  threepence  per  lb.  lower  for 
spot  and  shipment.  Forward  prices 
also  eased  for  Patchouli  (by  Is.  6d. 
per  lb.);  Vetivert  (2s.  6d.);  Madagas- 
car Clove-leaf  (sixpence);  Lemon- 
grass  (three-halfpence)  and  Formosan 
Citronella  (threepence). 

A  few  more  chemicals  have  been 
exempted  from  Key  Industry  Duty 
from  the  period  up  to  August  8.  The 
usual  review  of  all  items  exempted  has 
been  opened  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
(see  p.  629).

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DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

American  Chemical  Society;  food  ingredients  legislation;  and  cancer  control 


A  BLOOD  test  for  the  detection  of 
poisoning  by  nerve  gas,  over-exposure 
to  some  types  of  insecticides  and  cer- 
tain diseases  of  the  liver  was  des- 
cribed by  Dr.  Wendell  T.  Caraway 
(biochemist,  Rhode  Island  Hospital, 
Providence,  Rhode  Island)  at  the  127th 
meeting  of  the  American  Chemical  So- 
ciety held  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in 
April.  The  test  measures  the  activity 
in  the  blood  of  cholinesterase.  Blood 
serum  is  mixed  with  acetylcholine  and 
a  buffer  solution  containing  phenol 
red.  As  the  cholinesterase  in  the  serum 
acts  on  the  acetylcholine,  acetic  acid 
is  liberated  which  slowly  changes  the 
colour  of  the  indicator  from  red  to 
yellow.  The  amount  of  red  colour  left 
after  thirty  minutes  is  determined 
colorimetrically  and  compared  with 
the  original  colour  to  provide  a  mea- 
sure of  the  activity  of  the  enzyme  in 
the  serum. 

A  new  substance  to  combat  peni- 
cillin-resistant bacteria  has  been  ex- 
tracted from  beef-brain  tissue  the 
meeting  was  told  by  Dr.  Albert  J. 
Berger  (a  physical  chemist  at  the  In- 
stitutum  Divi  Thomae  Foundation, 
Cincinnati).  The  extract,  which  has 
proved  effective  in  laboratory  animals, 
also  gives  promise  against  human  in- 
fections, although  clinical  tests  are  not 
complete.  Dr.  Berger  said  that  the 
brain  material  reduced  the  mortality 
of  infected  mice  from  about  80  per 
cent,  to  less  than  1  per  cent.  The 
material  did  not  inhibit  growth  of  the 
organism  but  actually  stimulated  it  in 
the  test  tube.  However,  the  stimulation 
was  accompanied  by  a  loss  of  ability 
to  produce  toxins,  so  that  the  organism 
was  no  longer  virulent.  Infected  mice 
that  had  recovered  under  brain-extract 
therapy  remained  resistant  to  reinfec- 
tion for  at  least  six  months.  That 
action  did  not  seem  to  involve  the 
ordinary  mechanisms  of  immunity. 
The  material  was  effective  both  pro- 
phylactically  and  therapeutically.  Che- 
mical methods  of  purifying  the  extract 
had  produced  a  fraction  that  was  ten 
times  more  active  and  also  less  toxic 
than  the  original  material. 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  ob- 
taining radiochemically  pure  chemicals 
were  described  to  the  meeting  by  Dr. 
Murrell  L.  Salutsky  and  H.  W.  Kirby 
(Monsanto  Chemical  Co.,  Dayton, 
Ohio)  and  Professor  Laurence  L. 
Quill  (head  of  the  department  of  che- 
mistry, Michigan  State  College),  who 
said  that  chemicals  might  meet  all 
other  purity  specifications  and  yet  be 
unsuitable  for  low-level  radiochemical 
work  such  as  the  analyses  necessary  to 
determine  the  amount  of  radioactive 
materials  that  had  been  ingested  by 
laboratory  workers.  Because  of  radio- 
activity present  in  some  chemicals, 
their  use  in  analytical  tests  would  lead 
to  the  erroneous  conclusion  that  the 
exposed  person  had  exceeded  the 
tolerance  levels,  the  speakers  pointed 
out.  The  radioactivity  in  cerium  com- 
pounds which  were  needed  for  such 
tests  had  been  proved  to  be  caused 
by  the  presence  of  small  quantities  of 
thorium.  Judging  from  the  amount  of 
radioactivity,  the  thorium  content  in 


commercial  cerium  samples  varied 
from  a  few  hundredths  of  1  per  cent, 
to  several  per  cent.  Radiochemically 
pure  cerium  had  been  prepared  in  the 
laboratory  by  fractional  precipitation. 
Fractional  crystallisation  had  been 
found  to  be  a  good  method  for  pro- 
ducing radiochemically  pure  cerium 
on  a  large  scale. 

Food  Ingredients  Legislation 

The  American  chemical  industry 
does  not  believe  that  any  Government 
administrative  body  should  be  required 
to  give  a  final  "  yes  "  or  "  no  "  regard- 
ing the  use  of  a  food  ingredient  before 
it  is  put  into  use,  Mr.  William  C. 
Foster  (president,  Manufacturing 
Chemists'  Association,  Inc.,  Washing- 
ton, D.C.)  told  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Law 
Section  of  the  New  York  State  Bar 
Association  recently.  Mr.  Foster  sug- 
gested the  following  specific  amend- 
ments which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
chemical  industry,  would  materially 
strengthen  the  Food,  Drug  and  Cos- 
metic Act: — 

1.  Addition  of  a  new  provision  to 
the  law  so  that  no  new  ingredient 
would  be  used  in  foods  unless  the  full 
data  on  its  safety  had  been  submitted 
to  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration, 
well  in  advance  of  the  date  proposed 
for  use. 

2.  Addition  of  a  provision  that  the 
Administration  should  have  a  reason- 
able time  in  which  to  review  the  data. 

3.  A  provision  that  it  would  be  a 
violation  to  supply  such  an  ingredient 
(or  food  containing  it)  which  was  un- 
safe in  the  manner  used  or  intended 
to  be  used,  or  which  has  been  inade- 
quately tested  for  safety  for  such  food 
use. 

4.  To  resolve  initial  differences  be- 
tween the  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
tion and  the  supplier  or  user  of  the  in- 
gredient, addition  of  a  provision  for 
informal  conferences,  and  the  F.D.A. 
to  have  the  right  to  go  into  the 
Federal  Courts  where  such  differences 
could  not  be  resolved. 

Within  the  scope  of  those  amend- 
ments, Mr.  Foster  said  the  F.D.A. 
would  be  able  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
an  unsafe  or  inadequately-tested  sub- 
stance by  the  traditional  procedure  of 
injunction. 

Pituitary  Hormones  and  Cancer 

Reporting  the  results  of  a  co-opera- 
tive study  carried  out  at  the  Sloan 
Kettering  Institute  and  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Centre,  a 
team  of  seven  doctors  told  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Physicians  in  Atlantic  City,  New 
Jersey,  recently,  that  pituitary  gland 
removal  was  a  practical  and  effective 
treatment  for  temporary  control  of 
widespread  breast  cancer.  In  over  50 
per  cent,  of  the  patients  whose  re- 
sponse could  be  evaluated,  marked 
objective  and  subjective  improvement 
was  obtained.  The  doctors  also  said 
that  the  results  of  treatment  indicated 
that  pituitary  hormones  had  a  hitherto 
unsuspected  role  in  the  growth  of  some 
types  of  cancer.   Of  forty-three  women 


with  advanced  breast  cancer  in  whom 
the  pituitary  gland  was  removed, 
twenty  showed  marked  improvement, 
seventeen  were  considered  failures,  and 
six  were  treated  too  recently  to  be 
evaluated.  Fifteen  of  the  twenty 
improved  patients  were  still  in  remis- 
sion. The  longest  remission  to  date 
had  been  twenty  months.  Eleven  of 
the  thirty-seven  women  with  breast 
cancer  had  previously  obtained  im- 
provement following  the  removal  first 
of  the  ovaries  and  then  of  the  adrenals. 
When  their  disease  began  to  progress, 
the  pituitary  was  surgically  removed. 
Five  of  the  eleven  patients  had  further 
periods  of  improvement.  In  sixteen 
patients,  in  whom  the  removal  of  the 
pituitary  gland  was  the  first  and  only 
treatment  used,  ten  responded. 

WORLD  TRADE 

Second  DDT  Factory  for  India. — 

The  Government  of  India  has  decided 
to  set  up  a  second  state-owned  DDT 
factory  near  Alwaye  in  Travancore- 
Cochin  State.  The  factory,  which  will 
have  a  capacity  of  about  1,400  tons 
of  DDT  per  year,  is  expected  to  cost 
about  7  5  million  rupees.  The  Govern- 
ment has  also  decided  to  double  the 
capacity  of  the  factory  recently  set  up 
near  Delhi  with  the  assistance  and 
technical  collaboration  of  U.N.I.C.E.F. 
and  the  U.N.  Technical  Assistance  Ad- 
ministration. That  factory  has  already 
gone  into  production  and  is  expected 
to  reach  its  original  rated  capacity  of 
700  tons  per  year  by  the  end  of  1955. 

West  German  Chemical  Industry. — 
The  West  German  chemical  industry 
expects  steady  expansion  of  its  do- 
mestic and  foreign  sales.  The  indus- 
try's sales,  including  exports,  rose  by 
about  13  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter 
of  this  year  over  the  corresponding 
period  last  year.  The  sales  results  of 
April  are  not  yet  available  but  are 
expected  to  be  at  least  at  the  same 
level,  judging  from  the  rise  in  pro- 
duction by  3  7  per  cent,  reported  by 
the  chemical  industry  in  April.  The 
industry's  total  sales  in  the  first  quar- 
ter of  this  year  amounted  to  about 
3,300  million  marks.  Chemical  ex- 
ports in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year 
amounted  to  about  801  million  marks, 
or  110  million  marks  more  than  in 
the  first  quarter  of  last  year,  but  were 
lower  than  in  the  fourth  quarter  of 
1954  when  they  totalled  830  million 
marks.  Imports  of  chemicals  amoun- 
ted to  264.500.000  million  marks  in  the 
first  quarter  of  this  year,  exceeding  by 
34  per  cent,  the  figure  for  the  corres- 
ponding period  last  year.  They  repre- 
sented 4  8  per  cent,  of  total  West  Ger- 
man imports,  against  4  6  per  cent.  last 
year.  Basic  industrial  chemicals  again 
accounted  for  the  largest  proportion 
of  chemical  exports  in  the  first  quarter 
of  this  year.  Sales  abroad  of  indus- 
trial chemicals  amounted  to  202  mil- 
lion marks,  against  192  million  marks 
in  the  first  quarter  of  1954.  Exports  of 
pharmaceutical  goods  increased  by 
three  million  marks  to  64  million 
marks,  but  their  share  in  overall  chem- 
ical exports  fell  from  9  to  8  per  cent.
